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In the early days of this country practical idealism 
played a strong part and there was something closely 
resembling brotherhood among the pioneer population, 
whether entirely out of a feeling of necessity or whether 
the idea prevailed that the interest of each could the 
better be taken care of by conserving the rights and 
serving the welfare of all does not matter much. It is 
the fact itself that is worth considering and remember- 
ing, because it is patent to everybody that a great change 
has come over the people during the development of the 
country industrially, though the change is not confined 
to industry alone. It applies to every avenue of life, 
and the question is now frequently asked: 

“What is the matter with America?” 


Though an honest answer might be neither encour- 
aging nor pleasant, still it should be forthcoming from 
every citizen in the interest of immediate improvement, 
if needed, as well as to insure progress in the future, 
because we can only make intelligent advancement by 
knowing and recognizing the situation as it exists. 

Selfishness has become so dominant in political, com- 
mercial and industrial life that altruism in the individual 
is something of a curiosity and its possessor likely to be 
adjudged eccentric, if not insane, by his neighbors. 

Hypocrites usually succeed while honest men with 
the courage of their convictions commonly go down to 
failure because of the self-interest of some and the in- 
difference of others of the mass of the people. 

Thomas Jefferson held that “when a man assumes a 
public trust, he should consider himself as public prop- 
erty,” but there is none of that homely philosophy in the 
politician of today, who proceeds upon the theory that 
he has a right to take care of his own interests first. In 
truth, most men enter political life with the central idea 
of promoting their own welfare rather than that of 
service to their fellow-men. 

Our diplomatic service is without any Benjamin 
Franklins and is filled up with social lions who ape the 
pomp and ceremony of the tottering monarchies of 
Europe and spend money in a fashion that gives rise to 
the presumption that the dollar mark rather than the 
eagle is the emblem of the country. 

The period we are living in is one of reaction where 
fidelity to the cause of human welfare, which governed 
our conduct very largely a few decades ago, is entirely 
out of the question, and we are engaged in a game of 
grab, grab, grab, each for himself. 

The wage workers are being constantly told that they 
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must produce more and more, and that under no other 
condition can they hope to get an improvement in their 


situation in life; but they pay but scant heed to such 
advice because they see the benefits of labor-saving de- 
vices, improved machinery and increased exertion going 
very largely to those who have no part in the process, 
and they also see the ranks of the non-producers being 
daily increased in numbers by those rendering service to 
satisfy the desires of a constantly increasing army of 
idle rich who are merely drones in our social structure. 

As a direct outgrowth of all these conditions, a 
visit to any of our legislative bodies, municipal, state or 
national, will hardly serve to increase confidence in the 
future of representative government, particularly if an 
intimate knowledge of things that transpire is gained. 

This looks like a terrible indictment of the American 
people, and these thoughts would seem to be the product 
of hopeless pessimism, but such is not the case. We 
have faith in the future of the country, based upon the 
history of the past. We know we are not going to be 
thrown back beyond the possibility of return to a sane 
and progressive scheme of things. We are sure the 
people will eventually become aroused to the danger of 
the situation and take hold of affairs, face forward and 
march onward and upward to better things. 

There is here no disposition to contend that we have 
not been going forward constantly and that the people 
as a whole are not better off than they have been at any 
other period in history. Rather is it our idea that the 
great benefits that have come to society have been so 
distributed as to result in some getting a great deal 
more than they are justly entitled to get, while others 
necessarily receive far below an equitable share. This 
manner of doing things has tended to encourage selfish- 
ness in the individual citizen rather than to induce the 
group feeling of mutual helpfulness. It has placed a 
premium upon the brazen and unblushing display of 
greed and driven modesty down to such depths that it is 
now but rarely encountered in every-day life. 

That the realization is making headway that a 
change in the situation must be brought about is testified 
to by the rapidity with which all branches of society are 
organizing, even those that desire to prey upon their 
fellows. And in organization slumbers the germ that 
will eventually lift the people in large numbers out of 
the morass of selfishness into which they have fallen, 
because there can be no organization or united move- 
ment without the individual yielding up some part of his 
independence of action to the group. 
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Address delivered by Senator Ladd of North Dakota be-

As a layman I wish to speak on a question that impresses 
me as one of the most serious problems now facing the 
American people. I refer to what is generally spoken of as 
the usurpation of power by the Supreme Court of the United 
States. I am not a lawyer, but it has been my misfortune to 
have been forced into court on a great many occasions, and 
I feel that I can speak as a layman from some practical ex- 
perience. 

We cannot help but take notice of the fact that there is a 
growing unrest among the people, and an increasing fear 
that the Supreme Court is assuming functions and powers 
that are alarming and not contemplated in the provisions of 
the Constitution. It is not so much the fact that the Supreme 
Court is assuming these powers, as the feeling that is going 
abroad among the people that these powers are being used 
against the best interests of the people that so seriously 
concerns us. 

When the great mass of common people become suffi- 
ciently aroused because of what they believe to be abuses, 
they arise and smite down their opponents and force the 
rulers to relinquish the power they have usurped.

We are now fast drifting to that point of public dis- 
content aroused by assumed abuses of usurped power, as the 
masses maintain, and an overwhelming demand with an 
aroused public sentiment will, I fear, swing the pendulum 
too far in the other direction. 


I feel, therefore, justified in calling attention to the matter 
while there is yet time for carefully considering the demands 
for real justice being done in again returning to the spirit 
and purpose of our constitutional government, as maintained 
by the founders who sought to safeguard the rights of the 
people and the balancing of our power between the States 
and Federal Government, as well as between the three consti- 
tuted branches of Federal Government so as to insure for all 
time protection to all the people against encroachment that 
the people of the countries of the Old World are strong for 
and only secured by us through revolution and bloodshed. 

It is becoming a rather common thing now to hear the 
intimation that the Supreme Court is being filled with cor- 
poration lawyers and the representatives of big business. 
Even a standpat and reactionary Senate has at times viewed, 
with some hesitancy, some of the presidential appointments 
to the greatest court in the world. The criticism of the 
Supreme Court has reached the point where we frequently 
hear the suggestion that it will be necessary to effect another

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amendment to the Constitution in order to curb the tendency 
of the court in exercising menacing powers. 

The Supreme Court has not hesitated to declare acts of 
Congress unconstitutional, and at times the decisions in this 
respect have come very near shocking the moral conscience 
of the nation. One of the most notable recent instances of a 
decision of the Supreme Court in declaring an act of Con- 
gress to be unconstitutional was in the nullifying of the Child 
Labor act. A more recent case is that of the Minimum Wage 
act declared unconstitutional. 


Since that time we have heard the echoes of despairing 
voices, seeking a way. The question has been repeatedly 
raised as to how we can respond to the will of the people by 
placing such an act upon our statute books so that it will be 
assured as the law of the land. Hesitancy and indecision 
have left the demands of the people unheeded. This is a clear 
illustration of the power of the Supreme Court in evading 
the will of the people under the guise of a people’s law. 


To my mind, as a layman who has given a great deal of 
thought to the subject, I do not believe that the remedy is as 
difficult to obtain as our cautious lawmakers—awed by a 
sense of dominating power—are prone to believe. I believe 
we have the power to curb these undesirable tendencies of 
the court, right in our grasp. It will take a little courage 
and determination to enforce the rights of the people, but if 
the Supreme Court is guilty of any such usurpations we can 
settle that matter definitely in a time no longer than it takes 
to get a bill through both branches of Congress and signed

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by the President. It has been done before, and the Supreme 
Court has recognized the right of Congress to do it. 

There is no question that the Supreme Court has usurped 
the power to declare an act of Congress to be unconstitu- 
tional. Legislative enactments have been declared void by 
this great tribunal. I believe such an exercise of power to 
be a dangerous usurpation of a legislative function. Uni- 
versal experience has been that power usurped in any branch 
of government has proved to be power dishonestly and cor- 
ruptly used. In support of my belief that the exercise of this 
power of declaring an act of Congress to be unconstitutional 
is an unwarranted usurpation, it might be well to direct some 
attention to the origin of our political system. 

Prior to the adoption of the Federal Constitution, it is 
manifestly evident that the power of the States was supreme, 
sovereign and unlimited. But, in “order to form a more per- 
fect union,” they delegated a portion of it to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, clearly specifying that which they delegated and 
withholding all the rest. The Federal Constitution confers 
upon the Federal Government certain powers expressly 
enumerated. The constitutions of the States contain a gen- 
eral grant of powers not excepted or prohibited. The Fed- 
eral Constitution is a grant of powers. The State constitu- 
tions are limitations of powers. It is a well established rule 
of construction that the Federal Constitution is to be con- 
strued strictly against those who claim under it; the inter- 
pretation of a State constitution is strictly against those who 
claim under the exceptions. 

In the face of these well established rules of interpreta-

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tion it is pretty hard to understand how the Supreme Court 
of the United States could arrogate to itself the right to 
exercise a power not expressly conferred by the Federal 
Constitution. There is no question that the power is not 
expressly conferred, and it should be as equally unquestion- 
able that the power cannot be derived by necessary implica- 
tion. It strikes me as being somewhat pertinent that the 
power to declare an act of Congress void and null by reason 
of its repugnancy to the Federal Constitution was not exer- 
cised during the sixteen years that the Federalists had con- 
trol of the government and that it was not until the Repub- 
licans assumed control of the government that the federal 
judges ventured to proclaim the power and exercise it. 
WHO SHALL DECLARE LAWS UNCONSTITUTIONAL? 

Justice Gibson, then associate justice of the Supreme 
Court of Pennsylvania, in March, 1825, in the case of Eakin 
v. Raub, said: 

“But I may premise that it is a little remarkable that, 
although the right in question has all along been claimed by 
the judiciary, no judge has ventured to discuss it except 
Chief Justice Marshall (in Marbury v. Madison, 1 Cranch, 
176), and if the argument of a jurist so distinguished for 
the strength of his ratiocinative powers be found inconclu- 
sive, it may fairly be set down to the weakness of the position 
which he attempts to defend.” 

The decision of Chief Justice Marshall in Marbury v. 
Madison, the decision on which the right to declare a law 
unconstitutional is based, is a forcible illustration of the tor- 
tuous process of judicial reasoning to which judges must 
resort when they are ineffectually groping to discover plaus- 
ible ground for the exercise of power irreconcilably incon- 
sistent with their proper functions and legitimate duties. 
This decision is evidently more often referred to than read. 
To the layman it is clear that this decision has not derived 
its distinction from its literary style, the logical arrange- 
ment of its component parts, the clearness of thought, the 
force of reasoning or clear justification for the power it was 
about to assume; but, rather, from the fact that it surrepti- 
tiously changed the spirit of our Constitution by reducing 
the legislatures of States and the Congress of the United 
States to mere forms, and arrogated to the federal courts the 
right to exercise legislative functions under the form of 
judicial decrees, and then demand exemption from criticism 
on the ground that they are supposed to be prohibited from 
exercising discretionary power and are bound to give effect 
to the laws as they are written. Although an absurd reason, 
still it has served its purpose, and it may be truthfully said 
that no part of our Constitution has received less criticism 
and deserved more than that which relates to the tenure, 
composition and powers of the federal judiciary. 

The case of Marbury v. Madison arose upon an applica- 
tion by plaintiff to the Supreme Court for a writ of man- 
damus to the Secretary of State to compel him to deliver a 
commission authorizing plaintiff to exercise the functions of 
an office to which he had been appointed by a previous admin- 
istration, which commission Madison, the then Secretary of 
State, upon the advice of the President, refused to deliver. 

A SIGNIFICANT INCIDENT. 

The truth is, and from this there is no escape, that Chief 

Justice Marshall seized upon the Marbury v. Madison case 
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as a test of the unwarranted and indefensible usurpation of 
a legislative function under the guise of a judicial decision. 

In the first place, he reversed the universally established 
order. of procedure, and instead of first determining the 
question of the jurisdiction and power of the court to grant 
the writ prayed for he rushed into the merits of the question, 
and from its review reached the astounding conclusion that 
had a mandamus been sought in a court having jurisdiction 
that would have been the proper remedy. But he also held 
that the Supreme Court of the United States had not the 
power to issue a mandamus to the Secretary of State, it be- 
ing an exercise of original jurisdiction not warranted by the 
Constitution. He solemnly declared that “the applicant had 
a vested legal right to the commission of which the executive 
cannot deprive him. He has been appointed to an office, 
from which he is not removable at the will of the executive; 
and, being so appointed, he has a right to the commission 
which the secretary had received from the President for his 
use. The act of Congress does not, indeed, order the secre- 
tary to send it to him, but it is placed in his hands for the 
person entitled to it, and cannot be more lawfully withheld 
from him than by any other person.” 

Now, if all this be true, then, to the mind of a layman, it 
was evidently a clear case for a writ of mandamus to issue 
from the court to which the application was made. Then 
why did not Chief Justice Marshall issue it? What justifica- 
tion or pretext or excuse did he offer for not doing so? Well, 
that is another story that strikingly illustrates the sinuous 
operation of the legal equipment of the chief justice, when

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he was apparently pretending to do one thing while actually 
doing the very opposite. His real purpose was, obviously, 
to test public sentiment by declaring that the Supreme Court 
of the United States had the constitutional power to declare 
an act of Congress, in whom was vested all legislative 
powers, null and void—if in the transcendent wisdom of the 
court it appeared to conflict with some clause of the Consti- 
tution. He appears to have been utterly indifferent to the 
so-called legal rights of Marbury; he was, obviously, after 
bigger game. 

He, therefore, sought a means of escape by declaring 
that Section 13 of the Judiciary Act of 1789, purporting to 
authorize the Supreme Court to issue “writs of mandamus 
in cases warranted by the principles and usages of law to 
persons holding office under the authority of the United 
States,” was unconstitutional because it transgressed Article 
3, section 2, paragraph 2 of the Constitution, the language 
of which — describing the original jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court—must be interpreted as negativing any fur- 
ther power of the same nature. He thereupon decided Sec- 
tion 13 of the Judiciary Act null and void, and dismissed the 
case for want of jurisdiction. Observe now how he suc- 
ceeded in unconsciously making of himself “the laughing 
stock of Fortune’s mockeries.” The Judiciary Act was 
“drawn by the master hand of Oliver Ellsworth,” and be it 
remembered that Oliver Ellsworth was John Marshall’s 
predecessor as Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

It is as plain as a geometrical axiom that if a former 
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chief justice could not construct a law that would meet the 
requirements of his successor, then either the Constitution 
itself is so awkwardly and clumsily constructed that it is 
absolutely impossible for the judicial mind to determine what 
it means or the Supreme Court is not the proper tribunal to 
‘pass upon the constitutionality of an act of Congress. 

However, it is manifestly evident that Chief Justice Mar- 
shall had managed to get himself into an ugly predicament. 
More than thirty years afterward, Justice Baldwin, in ex 
parte Crane 5, Peters, clearly repudiated the mode of pro- 
cedure adopted by Marshall in the case of Marbury v. Mad- 
ison. He said :“‘As the first question which this motion pre- 
sents is one of jurisdiction and powers of this court to grant 
the writ prayed for in this case, it will be following the rule 
established to consider it first; a rule which never ought to 
be disregarded where a question of power arises.” And yet 
Chief Justice Marshall wilfully and deliberately disregarded 
it in Marbury v. Madison. Why? 

Justice Baldwin further states that, “Though the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction may not be raised by counsel, it can never 
escape the attention of the court; for it is one which goes to 
the foundation of their authority to take judicial cognizance 
of the case if they cannot, in the appropriate language of the 


law, hear and determine. The cause is Coram non judice, 
and every act done is a nullity. If I take his case into judi- 


cial consideration this is an assumption of jurisdiction that 
necessarily results from a decision whether this is or is not 
a proper case for mandamus; for the court to hear and 
determine the motion on its results. Their refusal to grant 
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the motion is not on the ground that they have not the power 
to consider it, but that on consideration they reject it. This 
is as much an exercise of jurisdiction as to issue the writ; as 
by examining the ground of the motion the court assume the 
power to decide on it as the justice of the question.may seem 
to require. In my opinion, no new question of jurisdiction 
ought to be acted on without an inquiry into the power of 
this court to grant the motion or to issue the process. The 
silent, uncontested exercise of jurisdiction may induce the 
profession to claim it as a right founded on precedent, though 
the judgment of the court may never have been given on 
the question of power or their attention been drawn to it by 
council.” 
THE COURT REVERSES ITSELF. 

That the reasoning of Marshall in the Marbury v. Mad- 
ison case is absurd and untenable is shown by the fact that 
since that time the Supreme Court has repeatedly assumed 
jurisdiction of cases brought under the Judiciary Act of 
1789, and that Marshall himself abandoned the rule in Cohen 
v. Virginia a few years later. 

Marshall’s Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde attitude runs 
through the entire warp and woof of that decision. For 
example, he says, “In the distribution of this power it is 
declared that ‘the Supreme Court shall have original juris- 
diction in all cases affecting ambassadors, other public min- 
isters and consuls, and those in which a State shall be a 
party. In all other cases, the Supreme Court shall have 
appellate jurisdiction.’ Now, why did Marshall stop there? 
Why did he ignore the words which follow: “With such ex- 
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ceptions and under such regulations as the Congress shall | #8 


make.” 


That language is clear enough for a layman to under- 
stand, yea, even the Chief Justice of the Supreme Court, 
though he be a wayfaring man with other distinguishing 
traits, need not err in its interpretation—for the very simple 
reason that it needs no interpretation, it only needs to be 
heeded. 
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wisdom. Perhaps the layman’s view may not tally up to all 
of the gymnastic possibilities of the legal atmosphere, but it 
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the people have for safeguarding their rights. Amidst all 
the legalizing and moralizing to which we have become too 
accustomed, there has grown up in our governmental sys- 
tem a feeling of awe amounting almost to fear of agencies 
of government that are supposed to be the instrumentalities 
of the people. 

No doubt, the first impulse of the judicial mind would be 
to spring to the defense of any questioned power of the 
judiciary. The argument might even be adduced that, re- 
gardless of what the fathers of the Constitution might have 
had in mind, and regardless of whether or not the Constitu- 
tion gave the express right to the Supreme Court to declare 
an act of Congress to be unconstitutional, that such a power 
was implied, and whether or not it was implied that such 
power has been exercised for so long that the people of the 
land have accepted it as the law and, therefore, it is the law. 
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Such a reasoning would but lead to the conclusion that all 
our constituted authorities would have to do in order to 
usurp power and acquire more despotic powers would be for 
them to usurp often enough and over a sufficient period and 
the right would be theirs. Such reasoning must shock the 
moral conscience of the nation. If the President of the 
United States were to operate a still and manufacture in- 
toxicating whiskey in the White House, and other Presi- 
dents were to do the same thing, the fact that one President 
has thusly violated the sacred trust of his office and had 
used the dignity and power of his office to evade the law and 
other Presidents had followed in his footsteps, would not 
result in an unwritten law to the effect that the President of 
the United States had the right to manufacture intoxicating 
liquors in the White House. The same thing might be said 
of the illegal purchase and possession of intoxicating liquors. 
DID THE SUPREME COURT USURP CONGRESS OF ITS POWERS? 


Of course, I am fully aware of the fact that great legal 
minds may arise and say that the Senator from North 
Dakota is rehashing an old argument, and that the question 
has been settled against him, and that he shows his igno- 
rance of the situation by adducing such argument. But I 
maintain that it is not an absolute requisite that a man be a 
lawyer in order to understand some of the simple language 
in the Constitution. It matters not if the Supreme Court has 
usurped this power, and if they have exercised it for a long 
period of years, that fact does not mean that they now have 
the power. They can only have it by the sufferance of Con- 


gress. It was never intended they should have. It was in- 
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tended that the Congress should be the supreme branch of 
government, and that the Congress would have to go back 
to the people and report every two years. Any other con- 
clusion would be an assumption that the people had wilfully 
relinquished control of supreme functions of government 
and placed those functions in the hands of a few men who 
were not directly responsible to the people. Under the Con- 
stitution, Congress alone should determine whether or not a 
proposed act was constitutional. As the member of the 
House or the Senate decides on any such question that might 
arise, just so will his record go back to the people as his re- 
port, and they will decide whether or not they approve of his 
course. In this way the people can give expression every 
two years. This was, in my humble opinion, the real intent 
of the framers of the Constitution. What chance does the 
citizen have to rebuke the Supreme Court of the United 
States? The fact that Congress has been asleep on its duty 
and has not zealously guarded this great power, and has not 
insisted that the Supreme Court function only in its intended 
sphere, does not mean that the people have lost that right 
and that a growing despotism shall be enthroned. If this

CONGRESS CAN LIMIT THE COURT POWERS. 


Thus we see that the Supreme Court of the United States 
has decided that Congress does have the power “of making 
exceptions to the appellate jurisdiction of the Supreme 
Court,” and in making such exceptions and regulations Con- 
gress can, virtually, limit the power of the court to its orig- 
inal jurisdiction. I think there is very little need for us to 
worry about the cumbersome method of effecting constitu- 
tional amendments. We have the power under the Consti- 
tution, and we not only have the power, but it is our sworn 
duty to preserve this power in the people. In my opinion, 
Congress has been immorally lax in its duty in quietly per- 
mitting the Supreme Court to assume various powers, and 
it is our duty to the people to see that an end is put to this 
gradual usurpation of power by the court. Once an English 
king lost his head because of such a daring assumption of 
power. The people wrested the Magna Charta from King 
John. The average American citizen is long-suffering and 
has a great deal of faith in his public officials, but mark the 
time when he realizes that his faith is being betrayed. The 
Supreme Court of the United States must not assume the 
attitude that it believes that, ultimately, all power rests in 
its hands, that it is not subject to review, that it is responsible 


only to the Constitution and that the Constitution is just such 
a document as the court sees fit to interpret it to be. Under 


the Constitution, Congress is the supreme branch of govern- 
ment and the Supreme Court must depend upon Congress for 
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a definition of its rights in the use of its appellate jurisdic- seteceteceta cere leceie cece care asa ce secesecacecele 


tion. Congress has the responsibility, and must preserve 
this sacred power for the people. 0 UJ A L | T Y 
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a very limited class of cases, and extended the power to “all 
cases where any person may be restrained of his or her lib- 
erty, in violation of the Constitution or of any treaty or law 
of the United States.” The real intent and purpose of this 
act was to facilitate the enforcement of the Reconstruction 
Acts designed to establish military control by legislative 
enactment in the Southern States. But the act was taken 
advantage of in a way that its authors had not expected. 
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By virtue of this act, the editor of a country newspaper 
in Mississippi, one McCardle, who had been arrested and 


held for trial by a military commission for criticizing the 


military activities of General Ord, petitioned for a writ of 
habeas corpus in the federal circuit court, and after an ad- 


verse decision took an appeal to the Supreme Court. On 
January 10, 1868, Jeremiah S. Black, attorney for McCardle, 
moved the court to advance the case for a speedy hearing. 
On January 17, the court granted the motion and set the 
case for hearing the first Monday in March. On February 
3, 1869, the Supreme Court, contrary to the expectations of 
the authors of the act of April 5, 1867, handed down the 
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late jurisdiction to cases involving revenue officers and plac- 
ing them on the same footing as customs officers. Wilson of 
Iowa offered the following amendment, which was adopted: 
the following amendment, which was adopted: 

“Sec. 2.—And be it further enacted: That so much of 
the Act of February 5, 1867, entitled ‘An Act to Establish 
the Judicial Courts of the United States,’ approved Septem- 
ber 24, 1780, as authorizes an appeal from the judgment of 
a Circuit Court to the Supreme Court of the United States 
or the exercise of any such jurisdiction by said Supreme 
Court on appeals, which have been or may hereafter be 
taken, be, and the same is hereby repealed.” 

The New York Independent, editorially said: 

“The passage of that little bill which put a knife to the 
throat of the McCardle case was a splendid performance. 
Congress will not abandon its reconstruction policy to please 
any court, because it sincerely believes that the welfare of 
the Nation depends upon the success of that policy. This 
Congress will not brook opposition from the court in polit- 
ical matters. The safety of the Nation demands that Con- 
gressional reconstruction shall be successful; and if the court 
interferes, the court will go to the wall. This language 
sounds harsh and indecorous to fossil ears, no doubt.” 

And the Springfield Republican said: 

“Congress does not intend to permit the Supreme Court 
to overthrow it or revive rebellion if it can help it.” 

President Johnson returned the bill on March 25, with- 
out his signature, accompanied with a vigorous veto mes- 
sage. The following day the Senate passed the bill over the 
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passed the House by a vote of 115 to 57. 

Mr. Schenck of Ohio, Chairman of Ways and Means, in 
defense against the charge of Mr. Boyer of Pennsylvania 
that the amendment to the act of February 5, 1867, was 
passed surreptitiously and that it was the object of the 
amendment to repeal the appellate jurisdiction of the Su- 
preme Court in certain cases, said: 

“The gentleman has alluded to the Supreme Court and 
to its jurisdiction, which he thinks it was the intention of 
this amendment to affect, as applied to the McCardle case, 
and a conspiracy to undermine and destroy that court. 

“Sir, I have lost confidence in the majority of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. Is not that plain enough? 
I believe that they usurp whenever they undertake to settle 
questions purely political, in regard to the status of States 
and the manner in which those States are to be held subject 
to the law-making power. And if I find them abusing the 
power by attempting to arrogate to themselves jurisdiction 
under any statute that happens to be upon the record, from 
which they claim to derive that jurisdiction, and I can take 
it away by repeal of that statute, I will do it. Is there any 
indistinctness in that? 

“Now, I hold that the Supreme Court of the United 
States, arrogating to themselves the pretension to settle not 
merely judicial but political questions and trampling upon 
the principle of the decision made in the case of the Dorr 
rebellion, and upon every other decision of that kind, are, 
the majority of them, proceeding step by step to the usurpa- 
tion of jurisdiction which does not belong to them. TI hol 
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it to be not only my right but my duty as a representative of 
the people to clip the wings of that court wherever I can, in 
any attempt to take such flights.” 

DECISION IN M’CARDLE CASE. 

Chief Justice Chase: “The first question necessarily is 
that of jurisdiction; for, if the Act of March, 1868, takes 
away the jurisdiction defined by the Act of February, 1867, 
it is useless, if not improper, to enter into any discussion of 
other questions. It is quite true, as was argued by the coun- 
sel for the petitioner, that the appellate jurisdiction of the 
court is not derived from acts of Congress. It is, strictly 
speaking, conferred by the Constitution. But it is conferred 
‘with such exceptions and under such regulations as Con- 
gress shall make.’ 

“In the case of Durousseau v. The United States par- 
ticularly, the whole matter was carefully examined, and the 
court held that ‘while the appellate powers of this court are 
not given by the Judicial Act, but are given by the Consti- 
tution,’ they are nevertheless limited and regulated by that 
Act, and by such other acts as have been passed on the sub- 
ject.” The court said further, that the Judicial Act was an 
exercise of the power given by the Constitution to Congress 
“of making exceptions to the appellate jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court.” 

“What, then, is the effect of the repealing act upon the 
case before us? We cannot doubt as to this. Without juris- 
diction, the court cannot proceed at all to declare the law, 
and when it ceases to exist the only function remaining to 
the court is that of announcing the fact and dismissing the 
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cause. And this is not less clear upon authority than upon 
principle. It is quite clear, therefore, that this court cannot 
proceed to pronounce judgment in this case, for it has no 
longer jurisdiction of the appeal, and judicial duty is not less 
fitly performed by declining ungranted jurisdiction than in 
exercising firmly that which the Constitution and the laws 
confer.” 
THE SUPREME COURT AND THE LAWS. 

The passage of a simple act such as has been proposed 
would mean the repeal of the clause in the Judiciary Act of 
1789 which gives to the Supreme Court of the United States 
appellate jurisdiction, and consequently it would revoke the 
power the court now exercises to re-examine laws passed by 
the Congress and the 48 State legislatures of the Union, and 
to declare them null and void under the hollow pretense that 
they are repugnant to the Federal Constitution. 

Certainly we should have no four to five decisions on fed- 
eral legislative acts. No act of Congress should be declared 
unconstitutional unless by a vote of eight members of the 
Supreme Court, and no act of any sovereign State legisla- 
ture should be declared unconstitutional by a vote of less 
than seven members. 

One thing is certain, and from this certainty there is no 
possible escape, and that is that the Congress which enacted 
the Judiciary Act of 1789, never dreamed that it would be at 
any time so construed as to be the instrument of judicial 
usurpation, or that the courts would arrogate to themselves 
the power to nullify every act of remedial legislation neces- 
sitated by our prodigious industrial development and conse- 
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quent growth of extortionate monopolies and law-defying 
trusts and combines. 

Is it possible to conceive that the Congress of 1789 were 
so forgetful of the trust and confidence reposed in them by 
the people that they would transfer their supreme function 
to an irresponsible body, appointed because of their well- 
known, preconceived opinions in favor of the beneficiaries of 
predatory privileged corporations, and prejudiced against 
the rights and interests of the producing classes? The mem- 
bers of the Supreme Court of the United States as now or- 
ganized are in no way responsible to the people, whose public 
servants they are supposed to be, and nobody is responsible 
for them. They are not always selected and appointed be- 
cause of their distinguished legal attainments, their unselfish 
devotion to the people’s interests. Often, these distinctions 
would be regarded as insuperable disqualifications in the 
eyes of the invisible power behind the appointing power. 
These public servants hold office during “good behavior,” 
which translated into terms of modern political ethics may 
mean fidelity to the beneficiaries. Is it at all credible that 
the framers of the Federal Constitution and the architects 
of the Judiciary Act of 1789, and the very first Congress in 
its first session should unite in giving to this irresponsible 
body the power to paralyze the supreme function of the Fed- 
eral Government and render all its legislation void and null 
and of no effect. 

IS THERE A POWER SUPERIOR TO THAT OF CONGRESS? 

Is it believable that the legislative branch of the Govern- 

ment would deliberately create a power superior to them- 
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selves and which could render their most important and 
painstaking work absolutely worthless? 


It must be admitted that under any and every form of 
representative government the legislative branch is the su- 
preme function. From the very nature, essence and form 
it must be so. It couldn’t possibly be otherwise and ensure 
a true democracy. For a government in which the legis- 
lative branch is not the supreme function is not and cannot 
be representative. The members of the legislative branch 
are the direct repositories of the people’s authority. It is 
to them that they have delegated their power to make the 
laws which it is the duty of the judiciary to expound and 
the duty of the executive to enforce. It would be an inver- 
sion of the natural order, for the judiciary to have the power 
to annihilate the legislative department within the scope of 
its legitimate authority. The natural order in a true democ- 
racy is that the legislative department is the superior power 
of government, and, therefore, all other branches of the 
government are subordinate to it. 


The legislative department has not the power to ap- 
point the judges, but it has the power to reject the ap- 
pointment of any person nominated by the executive. But 
it can do more than this. All legal justice is prepared 
by the legislative department and is transmitted to the courts 
to be distributed among the people according to the merits 
and demerits of each person. It regulates the practice of 
the courts, makes and unmakes the rules of evidence by 
which legal controversies shall be determined and furnishes 


the standard of decision for every cause. It defines all pub-

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lic and private offences, and supplies a legal remedy for 
every legal wrong. All rights and obligations are secured 
and enforced in the way that they prescribe and, conse- 
quently, they cannot be either secured or enforced without 
their assistance. The members of the legislature are the 
accredited trustees and custodians of the people’s property. 
They have plenary power to sell it, give it away, or augment 
it by additional purchases. 

The power of taxation, which of all the powers dele- 
gated is most liable to abuse; the power to issue and con- 
trol the money of the country, the power of eminent domain, 
to appropriate private property for public uses and the many 
powers which these will suggest are conferred by the peo- 
ple upon the legislature. The reason for this is natural and 
easily discovered. The members of the legislature are di- 
rectly responsible to the people for their public acts and 
would be relegated to political oblivion by their indignant 
masters for fiagrant violations of their public duties. 


A higher consideration still, they are the guardians of 
public virtue and the criterions of political ethics. They 
may, indeed, command what is morally wrong and prohibit 
what is morally right, thus by embodying iniquity in the 
law, make the people workers of iniquity. But if a law is 
iniquitous in its conception and unjust in its operation, the 
remedy lies not in an appeal to the judiciary to declare the 
law void, but to the people themselves who have delegated 
their authority to untrustworthy representatives. It is to 
them they have entrusted their power, and not to the 
judiciary. 
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THE COURTS’ POWERS AND CONGRESS. 


In the light of these preliminary observations, by what 
rule of interpretation, by what canon of construction, by 
what process of reasoning familiar to the rational mind can 
the conclusion be reached, that the legislative branch of the 
government could, even if it so desired, transfer to an un- 
controlled body of its own creation the legislative function 
conferred upon them by the people? Such a conclusion 
would seem preposterous. It sins against common sense. 
It is without precedent or parallel in the annals of repre- 
sentative government. This indefensible usurpation has 
made this otherwise great and glorious republic an enigma 
among the progressive nations of the world. Let us look 
the facts squarely in the face, and consider briefly to what 
pitfalls and dangers it has already led us, and is destined 
to lead to irretrievable ruin if it is permitted to continue. It 
is even now by many students of government considered 
a cancerous growth at the very heart of the nation; it is a 
fretting leprosy degenerating the vitals of popular govern- 
ment; it is a creeping paralysis affecting every nerve and 
sinew of the body politic; it is corrupting the life of the 
people; it is consuming their life’s life, their rights, their 
liberties and their sacred honor; it is destroying their con- 
fidence in their own government; it is undermining their 
trust in their own public agents; it is filling the land with 
seething discontent that menaces the perpetuity of our in- 
stitutions and the stability of government.

ranted by the facts marshalled in its support. 

It is not to be wondered at that such an assumption 
should have found ready acceptance by a profession that is 
generally controlled by precedents and authorities. But it 
is surprising that an assumption which upon examination 
is found to be so groundless could have been successively 
accepted by so many disinterested and acute thinkers as 
have in recent years devoted their intellectual powers to the 
elucidation of the various clauses of the Federal Constitu- 
tion. We go to the very heart of the subject in saying that 
there is no warrant either in experience or analogy for the 
assumption that a judiciary independent of the people is an 
“important feature of good government.” The fact is the 
very reverse of this. 

THE COURTS’ ABUSE OF POWER. 

Let us consider the conditions which gave rise to the 
doctrine that the judges should be independent of the peo- 
ple. Prior to the passage of the Settlement Act of 1701 
the Crown appointed and removed at his pleasure the judges 
of England. This power of appointment and removal his- 
tory shows placed the judges under the absolute control of 
the king and made it possible for him to use them as sub- 
servient tools to enslave and oppress the people. 

A striking illustration of the manner in which this power 
could be used was exemplified in the brutal ferocity of the 
notorious Jeffreys and Scroggs, the cowardice of Guilford 
and the base venality of such judges as Saunders and Wright 
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under James the Second of England. We have, as many 
now maintain, an imitation of this abuse of power in our 
Federal courts, in what is known as “government by injunc- 
tion.” However, the Act of Settlement deprived the king 
of the power to remove judges on his own motion and con- 
ferred it upon Parliament, the representative of the people. 
The primary purpose and ultimate object of this act was 
to make the judges independent of the arbitrary power of 
the Crown, but it also made them responsible to the people 


through the people’s representatives who had the right to | 
demand their removal. Why you should 
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founded on the public will, this principle operates in an op- 
posite direction and against that will. There, too, they were 
still removable on a concurrence of the executive and legis- 
lative branches. But we have made them independent of the 
nation itself.” 

As a matter of historical fact there is nothing in the 
political annals of England to support the assumption of an 
independent judiciary. The judiciary there do not even pre- 
tend to constitute a co-ordinate branch of the government 
and dare not attempt to enforce their opinion in opposition 
to that of Parliament. Instead of being independent, they 
are strictly obedient to the commands of Parliament, whose 
supreme power they never think of questioning. 

ENGLAND'S COURTS NOT LEGISLATIVE IN POWERS. 

In view of these historical facts, it is hardly necessary 
to assert that the courts of England do not exercise legisla- 
tive functions. While our Federal judiciary are independent 
of the people as they are appointed for life by a power which 
has never yet considered the will of the people as entitled to 
any consideration, yet they are not independent of the bene- 
ficiaries of the predatory privileged corporations and law- 
evading trusts and combinations which have secured their 
appointment would seem to be proven by their long series 
of decisions in their favor rather than in the protection of 
the poor and, at times, oppressed workers. In a truly repre- 
sentative government, an independent judiciary would be 
an utter impossibility. An agent that is independent of 
his principal is not an agent in any true sense of the word. 
A principal is responsible for the acts of his agent, but he 
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could not be held responsible for the acts of one who acted 
independently. Therefore, a public agent acting in the 
name, and by the authority, of the people cannot be right- 
fully, legally, or constitutionally independent of them., It 
would be a contradiction in terms to say that a public agent 
paid by the people to perform certain public duties in their 
name and by their authority was independent of those who 
paid for the service. This inevitably leads to what it has 
led to in this country—a confused jungle of judicial am- 
biguities and contradictions so that it has become impos- 
sible for any power short of omniscience to tell at any mo- 
ment of time what the law is. What the law was yesterday 
or today is no criterion of what it will be tomorrow or the 
day after.

to one that has made it an independent oligarchy, and vested 
it with power unknown to any other government on earth. 
It is literally true as Jefferson says: “It is a misnomer to 
call a government republican, in which a branch of the 
supreme power is independent of the people.” The essential 
feature of a government by the people is wanting when the 
people’s representatives cannot make laws without the con- 
sent of a body over which the people have not only no con- 
trol, but who may be chosen by the beneficiaries of preda- 
tory privileges whose interests are diametrically opposed to 
that of the people. Instead of having what the framers of 
the Federal Constitution were proud in styling an independ- 

ent judiciary, we have in reality what may at times become 
a very dependent and subservient judiciary, apart and inde- 
pendent of the people. 
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A DAMAGING ADMISSION BY AN HONEST JURIST. 


Chief Justice Clark of North Carolina says: “At the 
present time the supreme power is not in the hands of the 
people, but in the power of the judges, who can set aside at 
will any expression of the people’s will made through an 
Act of Congress or a State Legislature. These judges are 
not chosen by the people, nor subject to review by them. 
This is arbitrary power, and the corporations have taken 
possession of it simply by naming a majority of the judges ” 

Chester H. Aldrich, former Governor of Nebraska, at 
the Governors’ Conference held at Spring Lake, N. J., Sep- 
tember 14, 1911, said in the course of his remarks, criticiz- 
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ing Federal Judge Sanborn for his decision in the Minnesota 
rate case: “Therefore, I say, when any court whether 
it be the United States Supreme Court or a court of inferior 
jurisdiction, continually makes effort by a judicial decision 
to do that which the people and the people alone have a right 
to do, then I say that such a court is seeking to establish 
judicial tyranny. And if it be allowed to proceed unchal- 
lenged along the line of this unwarranted assumption of 
power, representative government will simply be that in 
name only.” 

In the same address, referring to the Sanborn decision, 
he says: 

“But here is a court opinion that goes out of its way to 
bring in isolated instances, and totally ignores the weight 
of authority wherein it has been held in some leading cases 
by our Supreme Court that a state railway commission may 
compel interstate trains to stop at certain stations within a 
state, or may change its time schedule to make connection 
with other trains and many other things of a like nature. 
These seem to have been conveniently forgotten by the 
learned judge in the Minnesota case.” 

President Hadley of Yale University says: “The gen- 
eral status of the property owner under the law cannot be 
changed by the action of the legislature or the executive, or 
the people of a State voting at the polls, or all three put to- 
gether. It cannot be changed without either concensus of 
opinion among judges which should lead them to retrace 
their old views or an amendment of the Constitution of the 
United States by the slow and cumbersome machinery pro- 
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vided for that purpose, or, last—and I hope most improb- 
able—a revolution.” 


But the distinguished professor is very much in error 
in holding the opinion that an amendment to the Federal 
Constitution or a revolution is imperatively necessary to de- 
prive the Supreme Court of the United States of its usurped 
power to declare an Act of Congress or of a state legislature 
void and null because of its supposed repugnance to the Fed- 
eral Constitution. All that is necessary is to pass a simple 
amendment to the Judiciary Act of 1789 and deprive it of 
appellate jurisdiction. 


SHOULD JUDGES REPLACE KINGS. 


Even members of the courts are beginning to recognize 
that the courts have usurped power that never would have 
been accorded to them. Listen to no less a person than Jus- 
tice John R. Ford of the New York Supreme Court, recently 
discussing “Should Judges Replace Kings,” make this sig- 
nificant statement: 


“How do I become entitled to more respect as judge than 
was accorded to me as senator? There is absolutely no 
sound reason for it and the only justification that can be 
urged for the custom of exalting judges above other public 
officials is that it has always been so. The sooner American 
citizens get rid of this idea that a judge is more honorable 
than a legislator, and that a court is entitled to more respect 
than a legislature, the clearer will become our perception of 
the evils of judicial usurpation—the most threatening pres- 
ent-day danger to our democracy.” 
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AN AWAKENED PEOPLE DEMAND JUSTICE. 


Let us not mistake the spirit of earnestness and deter- 
mination that is animating the masses of the people, born of 
the industrial wrongs and judicial injustices that today 
blacken our civilization. The people are becoming conscious 
of their political power and are inflexibly determined to ex- 
ercise it, to establish an industrial system based on the law 
of natural justice. 

The: present system is universally admitted to be inde- 
fensible and intolerable as administered under some condi- 
tions. An arrangement that permits and approves that a 
privileged few may receive without producing and condemns 
the industrious many to produce without receiving, that en- 
ables the few to enjoy without earning and the many to earn 
without enjoying, will inevitably evolve anarchy and invite 
destruction. The hopes and dreams born of the marvelous 
increase of productive power which has given to our won- 
derful era its pre-eminence, the producing classes are de- 
termined to bring to full realization. The material forces 
and occult powers of nature must in the future be utilized 
for the benefit of all. Involuntary poverty must be abolished. 
And the vice and crime, the ignorance and brutishness, the 
sordid selfishness and insatiable greed, which are engendered 
by poverty and the fear of poverty, will vanish when their 
cause is removed. Industrial development will elevate so- 
ciety from its very foundations, exempting the weakest and 
most inefficient from all anxiety for the physical needs of 
life. Properly adjusted these marvelous industrial improve- 
ments with their muscles of iron, sinews of steel and nerves 
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of invisible power, will bring forth bounteous material con- 
ditions, in which our higher powers, nobler qualities and 
most generous impulses will have ample opportunity and 
scope to grow. Mutual assistance and reciprocal co-opera- 
tion will supplant stupid selfishness and cut-throat competi- 
tion. Children will not longer be stunted and starved from 
overwork and undernourishment but will know the joy and 
innocence of life’s morning. ; 

The, at times, apparent hostility of the Supreme Court 
to the interests of the producing classes has such an im- 
pression on their opinions as to radically change the cur- 
rents of their thought and to eradicate worn-out conceptions 
of popular government. They fully realize that as long as 
the Supreme Court of the United States, a non-elective and 
irresponsible body, is permitted to exercise an usurped power 
and declare a law passed by the legislative department as 
representing the will of the people and approved by the 
executive, null and void because it diminishes the predatory 
privileges of an unscrupulous few, progress cannot be real, 
nor prosperity permanent. 

My one purpose and desire at this time has been to pre- 
sent a layman’s views of a most important and fundamental 
question now being discussed generally in all walks of life 
among the masses who are seldom wrong with regard to 
the facts which they observe and the conditions that exist, 
but who may not really discern the remedy and so have their 
energies turned into blind alleys and the simple and real 
remedy be lost sight of until it is too late to escape the ven- 
geance that is certain to follow. 

If I have succeeded in pointing a way to escape this un- 
fortunate pending maelstrom of a gathering storm which 
is before us as a nation, I shall have succeeded far beyond 
my fondest hopes. 
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The Salvation Army has completed another strenuous year of activ- 
ity and achievement throughout the entire country, but more espe- 
cially in the bay cities.

need of care, with a regular public school attached, one Training Col- 
lege, where young men and women are trained for the various activ- 
ities of the Army, also one Young Women's Boarding Home for girls 
separated from home ties and working on low salaries. 

The outstanding feature of the Salvation Army service is that it 
finds a field all its own and duplicates the work and methods of no 
other organization, it ministers to a class not connected with any 
church and it asks for no endorsement on any applicant save that he & 
or she is in need, creed and nationality are not considered when giving 
counsel, service and relief. 

branches of Army work are carried on in San Francisco regu- 
larly and constantly in the American, Scandinavian, Japanese and 
Chinese languages. : 

Here in San Francisco are also located the Territorial Headquarters 
of the Western Territory, from which all Army activities throughout 
eleven states and the Hawaiian Islands are planned and directed, from 
which also the several publications are issued, and uniforms are made. 

The excellent work accomplished by the Salvation Army in the 
bay cities is attested by Mayor Rolph, Jr., the Hon. John L. McNab, 
Mr. L. M. Voorsanger and other reliable business men. Also the State 
Board of Corrections and Charities, the State Board of Control, the 
Social Workers’ Alliance, the Committee of Social and Health Agencies, 
and the San Francisco Community Chest Committee. 

The activities of the Salvation Army are planned, organized and 
directed by men and women of mature years and experience. A rec- 
ognized firm of auditors regularly audit the accounts and prepare a 
yearly financial statement to the public.

campaign of calumny, vilification and billingsgate against 


the chosen representatives of Labor, locally and nationally ; 


and to create a doubt in the minds of the workers as to the 


veracity, integrity and ability of the men selected to direct 
the course and promote the interests of the Ship of Labor. 
I take this occasion to warn all trade unionists against 
the machinations of these would-be, self-styled “progressive” 
leaders, for what they pretend to be they are not, and what 
they are not they pretend to be. They have their instruc- 
tions and are drilled in tactics of deceit and how best to work 
upon the trade unionist’s loyalty to his organization and his 
deep desire to benefit his union and to serve the community, 
the State and the Nation. Hence, the danger of this human 
chameleon, which seeks to destroy, as all vicious and vulgar 
minds do, that which they cannot imitate or surpass. 
Every trade unionist should be alert to the man or the 
woman who takes out union membership and undertakes to 
direct the destiny of the organization, and to criticise the 
program that has been instrumental in decreasing hours and 
increasing pay—in short, has proved its worth by actual 
test of the philosophy its true disciples preach and practice. 
My reason for giving this malcontent so much space is 
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due to the fact that many of the rank and file of the unions 
believe that the Labor Movement as outlined and directed 
from headquarters at Washington, D. C., by the chosen rep- 
resentatives of the American Federation of Labor is not 
progressing fast enough, and therefore are inclined to give 
ear and thought to the nefarious doctrines promulgated by 
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banditry that should chance to intercept them. The sensible 
thing to do, the logical thing to do, the practical and suc- 
cessful thing to do, is for the fast ship to keep in hailing dis- 
tance of the mediocre ship, and the mediocre ship to remain 
in hailing distance of the slowest ship in the fleet, so that in 
the event of an attack they could and would solidify their 
powers of resistance, and protect the interests and the lives 
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of the passengers of not only the speediest ship, but also the 
slowest ship in the fleet.” 

So Labor should endeavor to stimulate the understand- 
ing of the men and the women who hold membership in the 
various organizations, to the end that all will make a prac- 
tical and unbiased study of the trade-union movement as 
sponsored and directed by the various internationals affili- 
ated with the American Federation of Labor, and when an 
attack upon their organization is made—and it is being 
made every day from many angles by a well-organized, well- 
financed and determined opposition—the members will 
solidify their energies to meet and ward off the attack. 


The Ship of Labor sails into the harbor on this Labor 


Day with a larger membership and a keener understanding 
of its rights and powers than ever before in the history of 
our beloved Federation. 

Let me admonish the doubting Thomases in our organi- 
zations that the trade-union movement of the United States 
and Canada is progressing as fast as it is humanly possible 
for an institution of its magnitude to travel. 

Let us one and all on this Labor Day resolve to do our 
bit in the coming year to inculcate into the labor movement 
the spirit of true co-operation and to advance the principles 
so essential to human existence. This will add numerically 
to our Federation and help the timid and halting to a clearer 
understanding of our movement, and it will imbue them with 
a greater determination to protect and to promote their in- 
terests. 

Let us not lose sight of the fact that our movement is 
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strictly a LABOR MOVEMENT—not a fly-by-night insti- 
tution, not a Jacob’s ladder that leads to the Promised Land, 
but a practical, workable organization, designed to serve 
the desires of the workers of our country. 

In conclusion, let me say to each worker in the Labor 
Movement: Give the best that is in you to cultivate and 
fashion our movement, to the end that our children and our 
children’s children will bless our memory and our name for 
the part we took in building and preserving this wonderful 
organization of Labor. 

The trade-union movement is religion in industry; it 
assists men to live; they can die without assistance. 

Let me say to the timid, who feel too keenly the shafts 
of criticism, and are ready to throw up their hands and quit: 
When the tooth of ingratitude bites into your flesh, and your 
friends tell you that you are crazy, and your enemies whis- 
per that you are a crook, tell them that the work you are 
doing more than compensates you for their jibes and their 
criticisms. 

Let the thought console you that you have done the best 
you knew; that you have been faithful to your trust, and 
while not entirely satisfied with your efforts, the cause you 
are endeavoring to serve has, in a small measure, been as- 
sisted by your aid. 

To my traducers I would say: Go drink at the spring 
of true brotherhood, and imbibe the spirit that actuates men 
to get more out of life by giving. With this thought in mind 
T wiil continue to give my portion to this great cause. 
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Two Presidents of the United States have been chosen by 
the House of Representatives—Thomas Jefferson and Je 


Adams. Andrew Jackson was victorious over the latter in 
the popular vote but lacked a majority of the electors. Hence 
his candidacy had to be submitted to the House, where a com- 
bination of his opponents defeated him. It was precisely 
100 years ago that Jackson made his campaign against the 
practice of a nomination by a Congressional caucus. The 
arguments of his supporters against that system of selecting 
nominees parallel those now advanced by radicals against 
the system of nomination in party conventions, and upon the 
reluctant consciousness of politicians is being forced the ap- 
prehension that again the choice of a President may devolve 
upon the National House. 

Ever since the ending of the administration of George 
Washington the country has accepted, as a matter of course, 
the nominations made by members of Congress for President 
and Vice-President. The comparatively limited group thus 
invested with this all-important privilege nominated, natu- 
rally, men with whom they had worked and with whom they 
were familiar—much as the Senatorial group at Chicago 
nominated Harding. But political and economic conditions 
had greatly changed. The population had increased. Nine 
new states had been created. Instead of being eager to

search out ancient founders of the Republic for rewards, the 
people began to consider whether new blood, younger blood, 
were not needed to urge that Republic more rapidly toward 
the great future which was clearly awaiting it. 

Power is nearly always conservative. When men vested 
with control of a government find themselves prospering 
under it, they are little inclined to heed the protests of those 
who, on the outside, are less comfortable. In 1823 the poli- 
ticians in Congress planned to continue the system which 
enabled them to pick two of their immediate associates for 
the presidential nomination, with the calm assurance that 
one or the other would be elected. Continuance of this sys- 
tem appealed to each member of that august body, because 
it aroused the hope that at some time he might be the bene- 
ficiary of his colleagues’ support. Of course, some protest 
arose from the country as a whole. The congressional 
caucus, aS a nominating body, was denounced as unconsti- 
tutional and dangerous. Unquestionably, it was both. But 
those who controlled it clung to their prerogative. Though 
the electorate was clearly in revolt throughout all the states, 
sixty-six members of Congress met in February, 1824, and 
nominated, for President and Vice-President, William Har- 
ris Crawford and Albert Gallatin. Twenty years earlier 
such a nomination would have been equivalent to an election 
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As it was, the two candidates, burdened with the last of the 
congressional caucys nominations, disappeared thereafter 
from public life. 

What, then, had broken down this system? First, the 
increasing power of the democratic masses, with their feel- 
ing that the presidents were being chosen by a privileged 
class, and, secondly, the appearance of a “man of the plain 
people,” known throughout the Nation, without political ex- 
perience, but, none the less, credited with notable service to 
the Nation in the field of war. Henry Clay, it is true, re- 
marked that killing 2500 Englishmen at New Orleans was 
no indication of the fitness of Andrew Jackson for the “diffi- 
cult and complicated duties of the chief magistracy.” The 
sneer, though perhaps not without justification, hurt Jackson 
not a whit, but marked the beginning of Clay’s downfall. 

For Andrew Jackson had become the idol of the common 
people. His military achievements had something to do with 
his popularity, but not everything. He was sprung from 
these at the bottom, and had nothing in common with eiiher 
the Virginia land-owning aristocracy or the New England 
intellectual aristocracy, which had so long dominated the 
American Government. It is not recorded that he dismissed 
history as being “all bunk,” but there is slight doubt that 
he read little of it, though he made much. _ Against the 
money power, which was even then a bugaboo of politics, he 

fas Savage, and if there were then no international bankers 
to draw his fire, there were the financiers of the Bank of the 
United States, who finally went down before his assault. 
Autocratic by nature, intolerant of authority, unable to work 
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in harness, he was yet invested in the minds of the people 
with all the homely democratic virtues, simply because he 
was sprung of humble stock, and had held aloof from the 
society of the privileged. It is a popular misreading of char- 
acter the lapse of a century has not extinguished. 

Tennessee, the abode of the pioneer with the coonskin 
cap, acclaimed Jackson her favorite son. The Legislature 
nominated him and a lively correspondence was begun with 
other states seeking support. It was the first stroke at the 
rule of the congressionai caucus. New England, curiously 
enough, followed the Tennessee lead in repudiating “King 
Caucus,” but aghast at the thought of Jackson in the White 
House turned, with characteristic conservatism, to its Adams 
family, and nominated John Quincy of that ilk. 

Nominations were made in every conceivable fashion— 
except the one theretofore followed. Legislatures, groups ot 
legislators, meetings of prominent citizens, and even coteries 
of personal friends, put men in nomination. When the en- 
tries ended, four nominees contended for the Presidency— 
Crawford, Adams, Jackson, and Clay. Only Crawford had 
been put forward in the way until then considered regular. 
When the votes were counted, the popular vote showed them 
in this order: Jackson, Adams, Clay, Crawford. The regu- 
lar candidate was the “tail-ender.” But of electoral votes 
Jackson had 99; Adams 84; Crawford 41; Clay 37. The 
Constitution provides that in such event the three highest 
shall be voted on by the House of Representatives, and this 
eliminated Clay as a candidate. His strength was thrown to 
Adams, whose election was thereby assured. 
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Jackson, and his friends, had broken down the system of 
nomination by congressional caucus. He had polled 45,000 
votes in excess of those given to his nearest competitor in a 
total poll of about 360,000. He was given 99 electoral votes, 
as against 84 for the next highest candidate. But the House 
of Representatives failed to give him the Presidency. Four 
years later a flood of popular wrath, which had steadily in- 
creased, swept Andrew Jackson into the White House, sus- 
tained him there, drove his foes into retirement, and enabled 
him to name his successor. 


In 1824 the House of Representatives, as a result of the 
failure of any nominee to secure a majority in the electoral 
college, elected John Quincy Adams President. The action 
was widely unpopular, as Andrew Jackson had polled a plu- 
rality of both the popular and the electoral votes. Further- 
more, the acceptance of the post of Secretary of State by 
Henry Clay aroused charges of a corrupt bargain by the 
friends of that statesman whose votes defeated Jackson and 
installed Adams. 
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example, that Michigan has voted overwhelmingly for Ford, 
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date. The election goes to the House, but the Michigan dele- 
gation in Congress is virtually solidly Republican. Would 
they cast the vote of their State for the Republican nominee, 
or for the man who had carried the State? If they did the 
former, what hope would they have of future preferment in 
the districts which had elected Ford, only to be cheated by 
their sitting representatives. This situation may be multi- 
plied as many times as there are states, because no political 
observer can doubt that, with a quadrangular fight, many 
states will be lost to the old parties which are now repre- 
sented in Congress by either Democrats or Republicans. 


But suppose that the members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives should vote strictly along party lines. Let us con- 
sider what the result would be in such case. As I have al- 
ready noted, the House stands: Republican, 23 states ; Demo- 
cratic, 20, and tied delegations (Maryland, Montana, Ne- 
braska, New Hampshire, and New Jersey), 5. Under the 
precedent set at the election of John Quincy Adams, the 
states in which the delegations are tied have no vote. But 
Amendment XII of the Constitution distinctly provides that 
“a majority of all the states shall be necessary to a choice”’— 
not of all the states voting. Twenty falls short of a majority 
of forty-eight. Should both Democrats and Republicans 
stick to their candidates, and no majority be obtained by any 
candidate, the Vice-President, if one shall have been elected, 
will be inaugurated as President under Amendment XII. 


But here arises another complication. Under our present 
form of elections, the President and Vice-President elected 
on the same ticket, and seeking the support of the same 
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electors, stand or fall together. If no vice-presidential can- 
didate shall secure a majority of the electoral vote, the Sen- 
ate shall choose the Vice-President from the two highest on 
the list. A majority of the Senate shall be necessary to a 
choice. The present Senate being Republican by eight, it is 
reasonable to anticipate that it could, without difficulty, select 
a Republican Vice-President in the event of the failure of 
the House to elect. But there stands in the path one possible 
difficulty. It is imaginable, at least, that in the turmoil of a 
quadrangular fight the Republican nominees might be third. 
The Constitution limits the Senate to a choice of one of the 
first two in the poll of the electoral college. There might fall 
upon a Republican Senate the melancholy choice of making 
either a Democrat or the head of one of the two radical 
tickets President of the United States. 

In offering these facts for the consideration of readers, 
I can suggest no remedy for the dangers plainly threatening. 
Any man who can rally about him a sufficient following has 
a perfect right to be a candidate for President. If his 
strength at the polls is great enough, he will either be elected 
by the electoral college, or will compel the election to be taken 
to Congress. If the constitutional procedure involved in the 
latter action threatens evil, it is, nevertheless, constitutional, 
and must be followed. If there be any remedy, it must take 
the form of precaution. Should the two old parties make 
their conventions thoroughly representative of the public 
will—which, as a rule, they are not—the incentive to men 
to stand on or support independent tickets would be greatly 
lessened. 

But if men, obviously the choice of large numbers of 
voters, are denied fair treatment in the nominating conven- 
tions, there will infallibly be independent tickets in the field. 
And if the head of one of these independent tickets should 
get a plurality of the popular vote and a plurality of the elec- 
toral vote, as did Andrew Jackson in 1824, and still be de- 
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prived of the presidency by intrigues and bargains in the 
House or Senate, the two old parties will suffer a long period 
of eclipse. 

It was precisely this method of defeating Jackson in 1824 
that made him supreme in 1828 and for years following. 
The parallel is one for present-day politicians to study. 

“Why,” it may be asked, “should there be discussion now 
of the possible outcome of the election of a President by the 
House of Representatives? Why is there more reason now 
than heretofore to apprehend that the method of choice by 
the electoral college will fail?” 

The reason is mainly that the electoral college has come 
to be merely a mechanism for giving effect to the selections 
made by the conventions of the two established parties. If 
there is a successful revolt against the domination of those 
conventions, the electoral college will fall with the conven- 
tion power. And that revolt is clearly under way. 

All of the organizations which stand for progressivism, 
or radicalism, if you call it so, in politics are demanding the 
expansion of the system of direct primaries. Most of the 
radical figures in Congress — men like Hiram Johnson, 
La Follette, Borah—are voicing this demand. The feeling 
is universal among the masses of the voters that there has 
been gradually imposed upon the electoral system of the 
nation a method of selecting candidates which denies to the 
people their proper voice, and which nearly always leaves to 
political bosses the actual choice of presidential nominees. 

This feeling was intensified by the action of the last na- 
tional Republican convention. For months prior to that con- 
vention reports had come from state after state of the strug- 
gle between Johnson, Wood, Hoover, Lowden and Harding 
at the primaries. These leaders, through their friends, went 
directly to the people, asking for delegates to the nominating 
convention. When the primaries were closed, Johnson led 
with 117 directly instructed delegates, and Wood followed 
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closely with 108. Neither of these candidates. secured the 
nomination, which went to Senator Harding, who had but 
39 delegates instructed from his own state, where motives

If the national contest shall be between radicals and con- 
servatives, and the conventions of both great parties shall be 
dominated by conservatives, it is wholly probable that there 
will be a sufficient reaction of radical and dissatisfied voters 
to prevent either of the traditional tickets from’ getting a 
majority. For the two old parties are very narrowly bal- 
anced in the nation as a whole. The congressional elections 
of 1922 gave the Republicans a plurality of but seven over 
the Democrats. Measured by states, the parties were even 
closer—Republicans 23, Democrats 20, tied 5. It was made 
evident enough in 1922 that President Harding’s prodigious 
plurality in 1920 was no longer to be counted upon. So close 
is the numerical strength of the two parties that any very 
considerable defection from both would deprive either of a 
majority in the electoral college. 

Is there promise of such defection? At the risk of monot- 
onous reiteration, I turn again to the election of 1824. Direct 
primaries were unthought of then. 
might put anyone in nomination.

But any group of friends

ridiculed as the “we” ticket because an editor prepared it, 
and announced that “We have thought proper to publish the 
following.” A town meeting declared for Jackson. But 
while there were a multiplicity of nominees, the whole nation 
was against the system by which Congress had tried to usurp 
the power of nominating. 
There are symptoms of a revolt of precisely this char- 
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acter against the domination of the boss-ridden conventions 
of today. If the revolt shall be headed by a man of such na- 
tional fame as Jackson possessed, the outcome is likely to be 
similar. And should such a candidate be successful in the 
popular vote, but be denied election by a Congress chosen in 
1922, the ultimate result would be disastrous, not only to 
individuals concerned, but to the party system in the United 
States.—Christian Science Monitor.

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THE TREND OF HISTORY 


In the introduction to his work bearing the above title, 
William Kay Wallace remarks as follows: 
We are standing on the threshold of an unpolitical age. 


Politics has fallen from its high estate. Since the floodgates 
of political privilege have been opened, and participation in 
political affairs has been vouchsafed to all, we find every- 
where a progressively increasing 
to politics. 


apathy in matters relating 
The pre-eminence of the state politically con- 
ceived has been called into question. Its sovereignty has 
been shorn of many of its mystical characteristics. We may 
in turn see arising before our eyes a new great social institu- 
tion. Like feudalism, it is in its essence unpolitical. As 
Lord Bryce has pointed out, “feudalism was a social and 
legal system, only indirectly and by consequence a political 
one.” We may today note that “industrialism,” which may 
serve to denominate this new institution, is a social and eco- 
nomic system, only indirectly political. Such would appear 
to be the trend of history. 

History is the book of life of mankind. Its function is 
primarily interpretative. Historical interpretation means 
the selection of those relevant factors out of the mass of past 
events which stand in significant relation to the present 
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moment. [Every age may thus be said to have historical ties 
which at first sight seem incongruous. In our own times the 
interest in guild organization, the assertion that occupation 
or function rather than geographical distribution is destined 
to become the basis of more adequate social organization, 
hark back to the Middle Ages, and are closer thereto than to 
the theories of state and the political practice which were still 
more or less universally accepted before the World War. 
Thus, history must ever be written afresh, for after a few 
years such writing inevitably becomes obsolete, except as of 
literary or antiquarian interest. 
obsolete. 


But history itself is never 
The historical present is the outcome of a past 
which it is the purpose of history to trace. In our own times 
the transformation which is taking place in the theory of 
social organization requires that the method of historical 
writing be revised. 

Hitherto history has generally been conceived in an ex- 
clusively political sense as a record of the res gestae, and of 
the men who brought them to pass. As long as politics re- 
mained dominant it was natural that history should have re- 
mained primarily political in character. But we can now 
perceive that political history or any other partial survey of 
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events in their isolation, such as embodied in a biography or 
even in a national history, is no longer adequate. History 
must henceforth be approached from an institutional, not 
from an individual or national standpoint. The theoretical 
background of social practice must be inquired into. To 
trace through the tangled maze we call the course of events 
the logical antecedents and coefficients thereof is to discover 
the trend of history, the process of social life. 

The chaotic state of mind which exists so widely among 
all manner and condition of persons is in a great measure due 
to the fact that the relevant factors of history, the connec- 
tive tissue between the past and the present, are obscure. 
The great obsolete mass of dead matter incorporated in the 
average historical survey illustrates significantly the point I 
wish to make. I would not infer that political data are to be 
omitted. On the contrary, as we review a predominantly 
political period, in fact, trace in outline the rise, maturity 
and decay of modern political practice, politics find a large 
place in our research. But we should endeavor as far as 
possible to present the theory of the age and illustrate it by 
the practice of its politics, and in this way discern beyond this 
theory and practice the newer theory that is being developed. 

Though politics can no longer be held to be pivotal in his- 
tory, we cannot disregard the fact that the aim of politics is 
to arrive at some workable functioning of what we term 
social life. But in this politics has no exclusive monopoly. 
Religion, politics and economics are the three great regu- 
lative factors of human intercourse subsumed under the term 
Society. At various epochs the principal emphasis has been 
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placed now on one, now on another of these elements, accord- 
ing to a certain historical relevant relationship which may 
be traced. It is a one-sided distortion of historical truth to 
attempt to claim absolutely pre-eminence for any one of these 
factors, though the dominance first of one and then of an- 
other is confirmed by the perusal of history. As a conse- 
quence, the manner and mode of the civilization of a given 
epoch, the cultural life of a period, is colored by the dominant 
characteristic of the age, be it religious, political or 
economic. 

In this new historical spirit we should trace the course of 
relevant events which has led up to those of the present age. 
It is sheer pedantry or an utter misunderstanding of the aim 
of history to declare that the events of our own time are too 
vivid, too fresh for an historian to undertake to interpret 
them. In point of fact the only history that is adequate is 
contemporary history; that, history that is related to the 
present. All the research of historians, all the delvings of 
students into text and yellow parchments to eke out the min- 
utiae of facts, which Macaulay nearly a century ago signifi- 
cantly termed the “mere dross of history,” are in themselves 
worthless unless linked up with the current of events. 

History reveals life in its manifoldness and complexity. 
In order to introduce some semblance of unity, to take his- 
tory out of the realm of chronicles, to free it from a parity 
with fiction or a disparity with romance, we must assure 
ourselves that it is made understandable in terms of con- 
temporary interest and usage. History in this sense is not 
merely the book of life, it may if read aright become the book 
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of wisdom of mankind. I do not mean to imply that it should 
be looked upon as a collection of recipes to be followed in 
guiding individual action, or that it can serve, as it is so often 
held, as the magister vitae (teacher) of a person calling him- 
self a statesman. But, presenting those events which are 
closely related to our own times and showing the relation- 
ship that exists between the past and the present, not only 
may we hope to arrive at an understanding of the sig- FOR LABOR’S CAUSE 
nificance of the course of events, but we may even discern a 
pattern of purpose in social life. This purposive element is 
in itself only discernible a posteriori (by inductive reason- 
ing) and should not be taken as implying some rigid notion 
of historical causality. For history which recounts the story 
of the life process in its entirety admits of no such notion as 
an efficient or final cause. It is nevertheless with these 
causal factors that history is primarily concerned. It is by 
weaving them into a unity, by setting forth cogently what- 
ever may serve to explain their meaning, that the course of 
events, the trend of history is revealed.

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FIVE TO FOUR LEGAL DECISIONS

Recent decisions of the United States Supreme Court, 
rendered by five against four of the justices, a bare majority, 
and declaring certain acts of Congress unconstitutional and 
void, notably the Federal Child Labor Law and the Mini- 
mum Wage Law for the District of Columbia, have again 
brought into the welter of constitutional debate the old ques- 
tion as to the functions of the court and the propriety and 
best means of restricting its powers. 

Charles Warren, in his careful and well-balanced work 
on “The Supreme Court in United States History,” aptly 
remarks concerning some of the past controversies over the 
court’s decisions: “Throughout American history, devotion 
to state’s rights and opposition to the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral government and the federal judiciary, whether in the 
South or in the North, has been based not so much on dog- 
matic, political theories and belief as upon the particular eco- 
nomic, political or social legislation which the decisions of 
the court happened to sustain or overthrow.” 

More concisely stated, one might say that the opposition 
to the court’s jurisdiction and decisions has been based 
mostly upon local or group self-interest, veiled and glorified 
by appeal to popular sentiment or belief. 

Those who have devoted some thought and study to the 
subject cannot fail to be impressed with the many incon- 
sistent and mutually contradictory positions assumed by 
those who have from time to time made their assaults upon 
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the Supreme Court. To quote a modern revivalist of the 
Federalist school: ‘It appears that the history of sturdy 
constitutional law and precedent has been a constant battle— 
an everlasting appeal from ‘Philip Drunk’ to ‘Philip Sober’; 
and since human nature is quite the same in every age, it is 
not surprising that modern generations should not find them- 
selves immune to kindred disturbances.” 

There is undoubtedly at the present time a well-defined 
current in the Labor movement antagonistic to the suprem- 
acy of the Federal Supreme Court as an institution, due to 
a comparatively few though important decisions interpreted 
by some of the leaders as a bar to social and labor legislation 
and further advancement along certain lines of endeavor. 
This opposition of organized labor, however, possesses one 
fundamental feature not hitherto observed in past struggles 
relating to our constitutional development. This new ele- 
ment infused by the Labor movement into our national life 
requires, perhaps, some elucidation before it may be thor- 
oughly grasped by those not accustomed to analyze the great 
movement in which they take a part. 

Modern jurists have perceived the new trend referred to 
in American constitutional development. They correctly 
describe its articulations in our legal growth, even though 
they are not agreed among themselves as to its underlying 
efficient cause. American jurists describe past constitutional 
history as exhibiting the gradual and more or less perfect 
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blending of English Puritanism and the French ideology of 
the Rights of Man, both of which fostered the aggressive 
individualism that has so far dominated our field of juris- 
prudence.

movement in the last half of the nineteenth and twentieth 
centuries corresponds this new trend of affairs noted by the 
jurists. The two are not only synchronous in time, but in 
fact identical as historical cause and effect. Among those 
jurists that have thus analyzed, if not named, the new move- 
ment in American jurisprudence is Dean Roscoe Pound of 
Harvard University, from whose lectures published under 
the title, “The Spirit of the Common Law,” the writer may 
be permitted to quote the following: 
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“If the disease is in the traditional element of our legal 
system, the cure is going on there under our eyes. It is an 
infusion of social ideas into the traditional element of our 
law that we must bring about; and such an infusion is going 
on. The right course is not to tinker with our courts and 
with our judicial organization in the hope of bringing about 
particular results in particular kinds of cases at a sacrifice 
of all that we have learned or ought to have learned from 
legal and judicial history. It is rather to provide a new set 
of premises, a new order of ideas in such form that the courts 
may use them and develop them into a modern system of 
judicial experience of actual causes. A body of law which 
will satisfy the demands of the society of today cannot be 
made of the ultra-individualist materials of the eighteenth 
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century jurisprudence and nineteenth century common law 
based thereon, no matter how judges are chosen or how often 
they are dismissed. For a great part, the way must be pre- 
pared by juristic science and by careful legislation worked 
out consistently and upon a clear program, as the legislation 
of the reform movement in the first part of the nineteenth 
century was framed on the basis of Bentham’s doctrine of 
utility.” 
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The principle of social welfare, based upon democratic 
ideals, is the new basis on which to build the twentieth cen- 
tury common law and institutions. The vitalizing element 
or force that brought forth that new trend of development 
was, and could be none other than, the modern Labor move- 
ment of the organized workers. So powerful and penetrat- 
ing is that new force that there is not a state, or any one of 
its agencies, a branch of government, or institution whatso- 
ever entrusted with public functions that has not experienced 
its pressure or been affected by its influence. 

The new leaven is permeating our social life and shows 
its effects in the political, economic and constitutional strug- 
gles of the present day. Action and reaction follow each 
other in rapid succession, counting its defeats and victories 
in endless number. We are repeating in our day and gener- 
ation the cycles of past movements. The possibility and 
responsibility for success, depending as always upon the 
strength, wisdom and self-sacrifice of its votaries. Like 
Christianity, through persecutions and suffering by means 
of its steadfastness and faith in its cause eventually van- 
quished Paganism, so may the Organized Labor movement

Is there CA L | F 0 R N | A CA N N E R | ES C 0 s 
not something to be said in favor of accepting such decis- 
ions? Is it not possible that, by seeking to prohibit such in 
the future, we are courting greater dangers and obstacles in 
our path than if we let them stand? It may be well, before 
committing ourselves absolutely on the question, to consider 
how we in our labor organizations treat decisions by a bare 
majority. Let us see, if we are consistent? 
Decisions by a bare majority occur frequently in labor 
bodies, acting in legislative, administrative or judicial capac- 
ities. Asa rule, the members of these labor bodies may de- 
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plore such decisions at times, but for the common good they 
generally accept them. They console themselves with the 
thought that on difficult and complex questions men not only 
have a right to differ, but must be allowed to differ, if we are 
to have an orderly and deliberative organization acting in 
consonance with experience, reason and a regard for the 
right to a free opinion. 

The occasions when labor organizations require a vote 
in excess of a bare majority, such as two-thirds or a three- 
fourths votes, are rare, and the tendency to require it is 
growing less and less. Discipline, expediency and caution 
direct the maintenance of this policy of respecting the de- 
cisions of a bare majority. . 

The frailties of human nature are mostly responsible for 
the failure of men to agree on controverted questions. The 
more thought is bestowed on a question, the greater is the 
likelihood of developing debate in deciding it. And in arriv- 
ing at a conclusion, there are so many elements of consider- 
ation other than the undisputed facts and logical aspects of 
the case that aid in bringing about the result, in other words, 
influence or bias the decision. Every man has his individual 
bias, which is an inescapable factor in his decisions, and on 
close question this factor may be the weight that determines 
the conclusion. Many glory in their bias, become martyrs 
for it, or make it the mastering and decisive consideration 
in judgments affecting a certain indefinite or definite public. 
In their own private affairs they may exercise the greatest 
possible care to prevent personal bias or inclination to mis- 
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lead them in their decisions, but where the interests of many 
are involved, and the aim is to influence future action, desire 
for the success of an idea or policy may dictate the conclu- 
sion in spite of a desire to be guided only by a desire to be 
just and impartial. Therefore, many a man has voted re- 
quiring the many to do what as an individual he would be 
slow to consider practical or prudent. 

In legal proceedings before courts we have provided 
against the hazard of mistakes and the common frailties of 
human nature, ignorance and bias, by providing almost un- 
limited opportunity for research and argument by both sides 
in the case, and we put at the disposal of the judiciary all 
the resources of recorded jurisprudence on the point at 
issue. And further, we require the judges to render their 
opinions in writing and give the reasons for their decisions. 
These opinions are made public records for all time, and 
they stand as muniments of the character, integrity and 
ability of the men rendering them, open to the criticism of 
all posterity. A responsibility is thus imposed greater than 
that on any other institution affecting the rights and welfare 
of the members of society. 

We would consider it undemocratic and disloyal to re- 
fuse obedience to a decision of a bare majority in a labor 
organization. Why should we not respect decisions of 
courts rendered by a bare majority? Not only do we subject 
the courts to the criticism of disappointed litigants, but also 
to the criticism of those who often neither read nor are 
able to understand the reasoning in the decisions. In fact, 
we judge the performances of a court, not according to the 
rules that govern it and which we make it its duty to obey, 
but according to the effect of its decisions, whether favor- 
ing this or that particular interest or policy. And so per- 
sistent do we thus misjudge the functions of the judiciary 
that as a people we are treating the legal profession with 
a levity and recklessness not directed against any other pro- 
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fession or institution of knowledge. Still one may dare say 
that every one almost, at some time or other in his life, has 
had occasion to rely implicitly upon the skill and integrity 
of a member of that profession, finding in him his only com- 
petent adviser and loyal friend. 

Trade unionism has no quarrel with any science or pro- 
fession. To advance its aims, it must realize its indebted- 
ness and dependence upon the accumulated knowledge and 
experience of society, and it must learn to profit by the aid 
of every branch of human endeavor. 

It is well to bear in mind that there are but two great 
powers exercised by the Supreme Court that have not been 
expressly conferred on it by the Constitution. The first of 
these powers relates to the authority of the court to pass 
on the validity of State statutes. This power, however, was 
conferred on it by Section 25 of the Judiciary Act, passed 
by the First Congress and signed by President Washington, 
September 24, 1789, and left undisturbed though not un- 
challenged to the present day. The second power is that 
authorizing it to pass on the validity of acts of Congress. 
Some say this power has been usurped by the court. Sin- 
gular to ponder over, however, is the fact that it was the 
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failure of the court to declare acts of Congress unconstitu- 
tional and void that led to the first heavy fire against the 
court, in a time and generation that was remarkably well 
informed as to the principles upon which the American 
Constitution is framed. 

This is Charles Warren’s summary of this singular 
phenomenon in our Constitutional history: “Discontent 
with its decisions on the latter subject (the question of Con- 
gressional power) arose, not because the court held an act 
of Congress unconstitutional, but rather because it refused 
to do so. The Anti-Federalists and the early Republicans 
assailed the court because it failed to hold the Sedition Law, 
the Bank of the United States charter and the Judiciary 
Act unconstitutional ; the Democrats later attacked the court 
for enouncing doctrines which would sustain the constitu- 
tionality of an Internal Improvement bill, a voluntary bank- 
ruptcy bill, a protective tariff bill and similar measures ob- 
noxious to them; the Federalists equally attacked the court 
for refusing to hold unconstitutional the Embargo Act, and 
the Republicans assailed it for sustaining the Fugitive Slave 
Act.” 

The most common and plausible, though unsound, argu- 
ment made against five-to-four decisions is that where 
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equally learned and conscientious judges reach diametrically 
opposite conclusions, it evinces the existence of reasonable 
doubt that ought to restrain them from overriding the action 
by Congress andthe elected representatives of the people. 
They say also that the court in five-to-four decisions aban- 
dons its own declared conviction that only in a clear case 
should they declare an act of Congress in conflict with the 
Constitution and therefore void. E 
These arguments are based upon a supposed analogy 
with “reasonable doubt” in criminal cases, to the effect that 
the presumption of innocence prevents a conviction where 
there is reasonable doubt as to the guilt of the accused. The 
analogy is imperfect and based upon a complete misunder- 
standing of the use of ‘“‘reasonable doubt” as an element in 
the two kinds of decision. In a criminal case, the reason- 
able doubt is to be found in the minds of the jury trying the 
accused, but in question before the Supreme Court, affecting 
the constitutionality of an act of Congress, the reasonable 
doubt cannot be found perhaps in the mind of a single judge 
sitting on the case. Both groups of judges may be and 
usually are perfectly sincere in their convictions, and feel 
absolutely certain about being right. Whatever reasonable 
doubt there is most frequently lodges only in the minds of 
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such part of the public as either desires the result to be dif- 
ferent, or who fails to understand the argument, or for any 
other reason prefers the position of the minority. 

A Virginia judge once answered the objections against 
declaring an act of that State unconstitutional by asking 
this question: “Which is the better course? Shall che Leg- 
islature be permitted to pass, if it chooses, ninety-nine laws 
in violation of the Constitution to one law in conformity 
therewith; or may the court outlaw one or two of the uncon- 
sticational laws and thereby save the good people of Vir- 
ginia from the ninety-odd bad ones, and force the Legislature 
to go to the people for authority to pass such laws as the 
people shall desire and approve?” 

At a meeting of the American Society of Newspaper 
Iditors, its president in a speech propounded the following 
questions, which all may be well digested before any one 
thoughtlessly or irrevocably commits himself to the doctrine 
of depriving the courts of the power of voiding unconsti- 
tutional legislation and leaving each department of the Gov- 
ernment free to decide for itself what is and what is not per- 
missible for them to do under the Constitution. He asked: 

“If Congress should pass a law forbidding the news- 
papers of this country to publish any comment whatever of 
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an unfavorable or uncomplimentary character upon the 
speeches made on the floor of Congress, under-penal sanc- 
tion, how many editors of the United States (and he might 
have added, how many newspaper readers) would ask to 
have the Supreme Court unanimous before they should de- 
clare such a law in violation of the Constitution? And if 
Congress in passing that law had passed it by a bare ma- 
jority of one vote, how many would demand that there must 
be seven Supreme Court judges to concur before an act of 
Congress be disapproved? Or, if it had gone further and 
passed such a law in time of great personal passion, over the 
veto of the executive, how many would say that all the judges 
must concur before the act of the executive could be ap- 
proved?” 

The question of abolishing five-to-four decisions may 
safely be left to the mature judgment of the American peo- 
ple, including the members of the trade-union movement. 
We thoroughly agree with Bryce in his “American Com- 
monwealth” when he says: “To the people we come sooner 
or later; it is upon their wisdom, their self-restraint that the 
stability of the most cunningly devised scheme of govern- 
ment will in the last resort depend.” 

No fundamental law can be drawn that will be satisfac- 
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tory to all the people all the time. In spite of existing imper- 
fections in our institutions the Supreme Court performs a 
necessary and useful function, one that must reside some- 
where and is best lodged where it is. Something must hold 
the balance between forty-eight sovereign states and the 
United States, and something must unify the fundamental 
policies of those states and the Nation. Subsidiary to these 
sovereignties, we have their innumerable offices, agencies 
and institutions, subject to the unifying principles of the 
Constitution and the court whose chief function it has been 
to interpret it in the light of reason and experience, and ex- 
press mandates of the people expressed in amendments 
passed the exigencies of national life. 

It is difficult to understand the hue and cry raised against 
five-to-four decisions, unless it be predicated upon a desire 
to divert the attention of the American people from great 
issues to minor ones, for this issue is certainly a minor one. 
The issue reminds one of the issue raised against the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor in regard to industrial unionism, 
an insistence more upon the form than the functions of or- 
ganization. The form of any organization is comparatively 
a small matter, but the character of the membership is every- 
thing. The work of an organization, its animating soul, is 
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of far more consequence to its life and success than the form 
of its affiliations or even its form of internal government. 
It is hoped that this issue of five-to-four decisions may be 
relegated to the limbo of academic debate, where it belongs, 
and that the labor movement will occupy itself with more 
important fundamental reforms in judicial administration. 
If five-to-four decisions is all that is the matter with our 
judicial system, we had better give up legal reforms and at- 
tend to other knittings. 
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The last eight months in Russia have been a period of 
revision of the former soviet labor legislation. 
system is reaching a certain degree of stability and the con- 
sequences of the adoption of the new economic policy have 
also brought about changes in the current of life of the pro- 
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letarian workers. Four years ago the soviet labor legisla- 
tion was anticipatory and experimental, while now after the 
gain of experience the legal conditions of the workers are 
subject to change and revision. 

If as yet the soviet labor laws may appear barbaric and 
based upon coercion and the lack of democratic principles, 
it must be borne in mind that with the revolution a new sense 
of social importance was nourished among the workers, 
which excuses to a large extent the drastic methods resorted 
to in order to introduce the required discipline in the mili- 
tary and industrial life of the nation. 

By a law that went into effect July 1, 1922, trade-union 
members are now allowed into the criminal courts either as 
prosecutors or counsel. The All-Russian Executive Com- 
mittee of the Soviets also this year adopted a complete crimi- 
nal code, which is now in effect. It defines minutely the 
litigation rights of trade unions. Up to that time trade- 
union rights and offenses were rather indefinite. For four 
and a half years the courts passed judgment merely on the 
basis of the personal revolutionary sense of justice of the 
judges elected by the soviets. The conscience of the judge 
decided whether certain acts were lawful or merited punish- 
ment. Nor could another system have been evolved because 
the czarist laws had been declared to be void and of no legal 
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effect, and there had not been sufficient time or experience 
to formulate new codes and laws. 

The new code provides a reliable basis for estimating the 
present social conditions of Russia. Judicial arbitrariness 
is now a thing of the past, and the new code is applied alike 
to foreigners and natives. 

Among the crimes now punishable and which may in- 
terest members of trade unions in other countries are these: 

1. An-employer is punishable if he refuses to recognize 
a trade union, denies or evades collective bargaining with it, 
or refuses to recognize its representatives. The word em- 
ployer includes public as well as private employers and offi- 
cials. Clerical as well as manual workers are required to 
belong to a trade union, and are all bound by collective agree- 
ments. 

2. An employer is liable in damages to a trade union 
for breach of an agreement, but only the individual members 
and not the entire trade union are liable for individual 
breaches of such an agreement. 

3. All workers have the right to strike, including em- 
ployees of the state. The trade unions may hold meetings 
in the workshops, and a headquarters in the plant is to be 
furnished the workers if they so desire. Conciliation and 
arbitration boards are optional with the workers. 

4. An employer is penalized if he violates the working 
conditions of the union, and if the violation tends to weaken 
the health or strength of the employee. 

Violations of any of the above provisions subject the 
offender to not less than twelve months imprisonment and 
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the payment of a fine of not less than 1000 gold roubles, con- 
fiscation of the entire property of the offender being the 
maximum punishment. 

Social insurance is made compulsory, and each factory 
sets aside from 21 to 28 per cent of the payroll as its contri- 
bution to the insurance fund. This is the highest contribu- 
tion to social insurance on the part of employers in any 
country in the world. This is made possible by the reduc- 
tion of taxes for military purposes, and the law went into 
effect last July. The employees pay no premiums or con- 
tributions whatever. 

The most important recent labor law is the Minimum 
Wage Law. The compulsory minimum wage applies alike 
to state and private enterprises. For the fixing of such 
minimum wage a definite quantity of calories is prescribed 
as necessary for the sustenance of a human being. Every 
two weeks this is determined, at which times quantities and 
prices are determined sufficient to provide the required food 
at retail prices in the current money. To the sum so fixed 
is added arbitrarily two-thirds additional to bring the sum 
up to the standard minimum. In recent months the depre- 
ciation of the paper rouble has ceased, which will have the 
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tendency to make the minimum wage more stable. The 
minimum wage is the lowest wage permissible to be paid 
to the lowest class. But there are 17 classes of workers 
above this lowest grade, and the minimum wage for each 
of the 17 classes is fixed by adding a certain sum to the 
minimum wage first mentioned. 

The regulation of the application of the minimum wage, 
as well as the determination of the minimum wage, is en- 
trusted to a wage council consisting of nine members, of 
which three represent the central body of the trade unions. 
Appeals are permitted from the wage council to the com- 
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Figures showing the masculinity of the population, that 
is, excess of males over females or vice versa, in various 
countries are given in the Year Book of the Commonwealth 
of Australia. They are reproduced below for the principal 
countries of emigration and immigration. It will be seen 
that the countries of immigration have, generally speaking, 
an excess of males, while in the countries of emigration the 
reverse is the case. 

Detailed figures given for Australia itself, from 1800 to 
1921, show a fairly steady decrease in the excess of males 
over females, from 44.91 in each hundred of population in 
1800 to 1.58 in 1921, apart from the war years 1916 to 1918 
when there was an excess of females. It may be noted, how- 
ever, that in the state of Victoria there has been an excess 
of females since 1905.

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Description a Issue in coe “Treason” Trial 


By William English Walling 


In the great international state trial now going on at 
Moscow the Bolshevists have appointed themselves as 
judges and have put the Russian Socialists and Labor Union- 
ists in the dock. With these Russian Socialists there stood, 
as their defenders, the brother of Karl Liebknecht and Van- 
dervelde, representatives of the two Socialist Internationals, 
that is of 90 per cent of the labor political movement of 
Europe. 

Hitherto the Bolshevists have been able to murder So- 
cialists and Labor Unionists with impunity. 

With the aid of the Czar’s secret police and the efficient 
German spy system they could easily keep from the public 
all knowledge of what had taken place; by means of their 
monopoly of all printed matter they had no trouble in de- 
faming their victims, and in putting out elaborate fabrica- 
tions of imaginary crimes. Not only did they kill off their 
Socialist opponents by the wholesale but they were able at 
the same time to pose as “comrades”—devoted, if somewhat 
extreme—hbefore the Socialists of Western Europe. 

Scores of delegations of Russian Socialists and Labor 
Unionists were able to make no headway whatever in Europe 
against the propaganda of thousands and tens of thousands 
of paid Soviet agents. 

MEANS REVERSAL OF FRIENDLY ATTITUDE. 

But now at last the Russian Socialists and Labor Union- 
ists have secured a hearing among the Socialists and Labor 
Unionists of Europe, and the invitation to the European 
Socialists to send defenders, followed by their exclusion 
from the trial, can mean nothing more nor less than a re- 
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versal of the friendly attitude of European labor towards 
the Soviets, and the collapse of Soviet prestige in Great 
Britain and on the continent. For what becomes of the pro- 
Soviet policies of governments once labor itself turns against 
them? And can labor refuse to turn once the fact has been 
finally established that the Bolshevists are the most savage 
prosecutors of labor unions and Socialists to be found any- 
where in the world? 

The Social Revolutionaries on trial at Moscow have long 
announced that they would appear “not as accused but as 
accusers and exposers of the comedy of Bolshevist justice.” 
How viciously untrue is the statement of a leading corre- 
spondent, writing for one of our most conservative news- 
papers, when he wires from Moscow, that the Social Revo- 
lutionaries are “on strike” to show their disapproval of 
“communism!” Neither communism nor any other princi- 
ple is on trial, but the blood-thirsty tyranny of a fanatic sect. 
Having loaded up the court-room with a carefully chosen 
crowd of their henchmen, fed up on the Bolshevist fabrica- 
tions about the trial, this crowd, of course, does its duty and 
jeers the prisoners. How shocking then to find this Ameri- 
can correspondent so perverted by communist propaganda 
as to state that the prisoners seem to be “bent on goading 
the crowd to some such violence that might react against 
the communists in the opinion of labor circles throughout the 
world!” 
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The Socialists and labor unions of Europe are already 
Five Russian Social Revolution- 
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ary leaders, who have been known personally to the Euro- 
pean movement for many years presented a memorandum 
to the conference of the three Socialist Internationals at 
Berlin on April 2d, outlining the entire case. One of these 
men, Chernoff, was the elected president of the Constitu- 
tional Assembly and therefore has a far better right today 
to speak for Russia than any of the self-appointed dictators 
that have replaced him. Another, Zenzinoff, was a cabinet 
member of the first Siberian government, overthrown by 
Kolchak. A third, Rubanovitch, has represented the Social 
Revolutionary party at International and Socialist labor con- 
gresses for a quarter of a century. Such men are infinitely 
more credible than Trotzky or Lenine—to say nothing of 
their amazing subordinates. Their declaration states: “In 
this case there are no judges. There is in this case one party 
to a quarrel, besmirched from head to foot with blood and 
filth, which is trying, if but for a moment, to divert attention 
from this blood and filth on to the other party.” 

The Social Revolutionaries, after producing briefly some 
conclusive evidence exculpating their imprisoned comrades, 
proceed to explain the Bolshevik purposes in the Moscow 
trial. The Soviet’s object is “to justify their terror against 
Socialists by putting forward the latter as the initiators and 
champions of the terror and themselves merely as people in 
a position of legitimate self-defence.” The leaders of Rus- 
sia’s greatest popular party then go on, for a space of twenty 
pages, to prove the adoption of the “terror” by the Bolshe- 
vists, as the foundation of their power, years before the acts 
of which the Social Revolutionaries are now accused. Far 
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from having initiated the terror the Social Revolutionaries, 
under Kerensky, formed a committee which insisted that 
Trotzky and other imprisoned Bolshevists should be released, 
while another faction of the party led by Spiridonova, which 
had captured Dzerjinsky, head of the Che-Ka, the dread 
terrorist tribunal, released him again. Indeed one of the 
leaders now on trial, Gotz, was a member of the very com- 
mittee which released Trotzky—and Trotzky is probably 
now the most powerful individual of the Soviet regime— 
(since the illness of Lenine). 
BOLSHEVIST TERROR SHOWN IN TWO PIIASES. 

In the Social Revolutionary indictment the Bolshevist 
terror is divided into two phases. During the first period 
the masses were stirred on to every form of violence by Bol- 
shevist propaganda and were then uniformly exonerated by 
Bolshevist tribunals-—although the massacres which oc- 
curred in a great many of the towns, such as Sebastopol. 
Simferopol and others were carried out in accordance with 
the Bolshevist “proscription lists.” During the second 
period it became “a state terror, organized and centralized 
by a special body of professional spies and executioners.” 

Among the first Socialists and Labor Unionists to be 
executed by the reorganized terror, under the notorious 
“Che-Ka,” were of course a number of members of the only 
popularly elected legislature Russia ever had, the anti-Bol- 
shevist Constitutional Assembly. One of these was also the 
leader of the National Peasant Soviet, another was a presi- 
dent of the Metal Workers Union at Astrakan, etc. At 
Astrakan the entire executive committee of the Social Revo-

lutionaries were shot. At Petrograd a number of Socialists 
were included on the famous barge which was loaded with 
six hundred prisoners and then sunk on the way to Kron- 
stadt. 

The Bolshevists remind us that the Che-Ka admits having 
shot eight thousand prisoners, but describes the others “as 
the immediate victims of the civil war.’’ These latter kill- 
ings, the Social Revolutionaries show, were far more 
numerous. 

HOW BOLSHEVISTS DEALT WITH STRIKE. 

After referring to a number of Soviet “mass murders” 
the Social Revolutionaries give the details of one of the prin- 
cipal instances. During March, 1919, the working men of 
Astrakan went on strike to secure two “rights,” both of 
which had been denied by the Soviets—the right to fish and 
the right to purchase food. The Bolshevists attacked a meet- 
ing of ten thousand of these unarmed working men with 
grenades and machine guns. They were surrounded again 
and again by a cordon and fired upon until nightfall. The 
population was so terribly enraged against the Soviets that 
the local commander became alarmed and_ telegraphed 
Moscow for further orders. Trotzky replied, “settle merci- 
lessly.” The local Soviet commander then proceeded to 
organize the slaughter in a more deliberate and systematic 
manner. There were wholesale executions in the various 
headquarters and courtyards, and to save bullets prisoners 
were bound hand and foot and with stones around their necks 
were thrown into the Volga. A third stage in the massacre 
began when the Bolshevists realized that they had been 
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slaughtering workingmen exclusively. In order, therefore, 
to cover up their traces and to present the whole affair as a 
part of the “class struggle” a systematic execution of the 
bourgeoisie was then begun. Within a few days there was 
hardly a house in Astrakan which did not count a victim. 
There can be no doubt as to this stage of the proceedings 
since the Bolshevists themselves publish lists containing the 
names of hundreds of ‘bourgeois’ shot—all in a small pro- 
vincial capital! 

The Social: Revolutionaries add the following pregnant 
comment: “It may appear strange that the usual scapegoats 
for everything—the Mensheviks and Social-Revolutionaries 
—were not held responsible for this rising. The reason is 
that the Socialistic parties had been completely destroyed by 
previous repressions in Astrakan.” 

After a brief summary of individual and mass murders 
carried on by the judges and accusers at the Moscow trial the 
Social Revolutionaries proceed to discuss “the unspeakable 
cortures at the prisons.” 

AN EXAMPLE OF RED METHODS OF TORTURE. 


“The Moscow Political Red Cross received a report from 
a peasant of the Kursk Government as to excruciating tor- 
ture by flogging and forcing needles under the finger nails. 
At Ekaterinodar, among others, the officer Terchoff, the 
burger Axiutin and the ex-Communist Potolya were tortured 
in the following way: Two lusty Chekists seized them by the 
shoulders and two others by the head, while a fifth struck 
them on the neck with the handle of a Nogan or Browning 
pistol. Under this treatment the victims’ necks swelled up, 
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blood flowed from their noses and mouths, and they suffered 
incredibly. 

“In the Cossack settlement, Kavkaska, the instrument of 
torture used was the ‘iron glove,’ a massive piece of iron 
bristled with small nails. Among others subjected to this 
form of torture was the burger Von Efremovich Leliavin. 
At Armavir, the apparatus used was the so-called ‘death 
crown,’ a leather strap with a nut and screw at the ends. 
The strap is fastened round the forehead and then screwed 
tight, so that it crushes the head, causing terrible physical 
suffering. At Ekaterinodar, the Chekists, with Fridmann 
at their head, practiced the most exquisite torments on a cer- 
tain Dombrovska, accused of secreting gold articles. They 
slashed her bare body with knives, and then crushed the 
extremities of her fingers with flat-ended iron pincers. Be- 
sides that, before leaving her. * * * 

“It was not only in the Kuban Cheka that there were 
violations, and that the system of threatening to shoot was 
practiced in order to compel women to lend themselves for 
immoral purposes. Only there this system flourished with 
special luxuriance, in connection with the names of the 
Chekists Fridmann, Saraeff, Kosolapy, and the chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the settlement, Pashkovska. In 
the Saratoff prison, the Anarchists and Socialists were, in 
March, 1920, compelled to declare a hunger strike, one of 
their demands in connection with which was that the Chekist 
warder Drozhnikoff should be prohibited from visiting the 
women’s cells. 

“THE ORNAMENT AND GLORY” OF RED PARTY. 
“*The ornament and glory of our Party—that is the Red 
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Army and the Cheka.’ Such were the words of the head of 
the Third Internationale, Zinovieff.” 

The spokesmen for Russia’s leading political party con- 
clude with an appeal for the Soviets’ tens of thousands of 
wretched and tortured political prisoners—few of whom 
have had anything resembling a trial. 

“The foreign Delegation of the S. R. P. has in its hands 
considerable material testifying to individual and mass flog- 
gings of persons in custody. Only the whole of this material, 
taken together with the picture of the general regime of 
“torture by hunger and cold,” could bring home the night- 
mare character of the regime of the Bolshevik, prisons 
thanks to which Veteran Socialists (graduates) of the 
prisons of the autocracy say that “a month in the Cheka is 
as bad as a year in a tsarist jail.” And only then will the 
European proletariat and its best representatives thoroughly 
understand why we so insistently and urgently call to all: 
“Demand the immediate liberation of all political prisoners 
in the Soviet jails.” 

TRIAL SERVES TO SHOW TRUE BOLSHEVIST METHODS. 

The American proletariat and people, unbiased by pro- 
Soviet leanings, are more likely to lend its ear to the call. 
And here is a good cause, too, for our own organizations agi- 
tating for the release of political prisoners if their devotion 
to the Soviets will allow them to turn aside from our handful 
of remaining “‘politicals” to the tens of thousands dying of 
slow tortures under that “idealist” government. 

The grim facts brought out at the Moscow “trial” may 
serve to enlighten the remaining American friends and ad- 
mirers of the Soviets. 
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Undoubtedly there are certain persons in Herrin, IIl., 
who, if they have consciences, ought to regret their part in 
bringing about the riot which culminated in many deaths. 
Creating riots to break strikes is nothing new, especially in 
Illinois. The pages of Illinois history are blackened here 
and there with such crimes. 

Let me tell you of an effort to create a riot in Chicago in 
1906. Happily it failed. 

The teamsters were on strike, many thousands of them. 
The Chicago Employers’ Association had made up its mind 
to break up the various teamsters’ unions. Its first move was 
to try to have the militia called out. Charles S. Deneen was 
then governor. He refused to accede to the demands of the 
Employers’ Association. Therefore it was necessary to 
create a situation that would compel him to act. 

Representatives of the Employers’ Association requested 
the Governor to give them a hearing at 4:30 o’clock on a 
certain day. A special train was to leave Chicago at 2 o’clock 
on which would be many prominent citizens of Chicago who 
were willing to act as a committee to urge the Governor to 
order out the militia. 

On the morning of that day the Bankers’ Association 
made an appropriation of $50,000 to aid the Employers’ 
Association in breaking up the teamsters’ union. Of course, 
that was not the reason given. It was stated that the money 
was to be used to aid in restoring “law and order.” The 
newspapers made much of the action. 

Tom Barrett was sheriff. After the strike began the 
officials of the teamsters’ union had requested that he 
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appoint strikers as deputy sheriffs to prevent violence. He 
had refused to do this, but on the day mentioned he sent a 
message to the teamsters’ headquarters advising the officers 
to send all the teamsters that could be notified to the county 
building and he would make them deputy sheriffs as had been 
requested. Quite a number went to his office and waited to 
see him. The county building and the city hall were, in those 
days as now, practically the same building. Along about 2 
o’clock some thirty or forty wagons loaded with strike- 
breakers were driven into the streets surrounding the city 
hall and county building and permitted to stand next to the 
curbing. Herman Schettler was then-assistant chief of 
police. I asked him what was going on. He said: 

“T have no idea. I am trying to find out myself what 
those wagons are doing here. Somebody is looking for 
trouble.” 

I went around to the Randolph Street side of the county 
building, and just as I was passing the entrance I met the 
chairman of the State Board of Arbitration, Mr. John A. 
Shadley. He had been delegated by Governor Deneen to 
keep in touch with every move made in Chicago in order 
that he might be in a position to give a proper answer to the 
requests for militia. The Governor was a cold-blooded poli- 
tician who did not intend to permit political enemies or any 
one else to injure his political standing by deceiving him 
into sending the militia to Chicago. Shadley told me what 
was going on. Just then several officials of the teamsters’ 
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union came out of the county building, having left the 
sheriff’s office. One of them said: 

“Sheriff Barrett sent for us to make us deputy sheriffs. 
We sat around in there and waited. We,were repeatedly 
asked why more teamsters did not come; that he wanted as 
many as possible. He even urged that we telephone to the 
various headquarters and again ask them to come. It looked 
suspicious. Then we looked out of the window and saw so 
many wagons loaded with strikebreakers in front of the 
county building that we began to think that there was some 
scheme afoot for our undoing.” 

All this time Barrett was sitting in his office with a tele- 
gram already prepared to send to Governor Deneen when 
the psychological moment arrived. This would be when it 
was hoped the teamsters, angered by the presence of the 
strike-breakers, would start a riot. Then the sheriff would 
send the telegram to the Governor requesting him to send 
the militia. This telegram was to be sent if possible during 
the time the members of the Employers’ Association and 
their sympathizers were in Springfield in conference with 
the Governor. 

The teamsters, however, awoke to the plot. The union 
officials left the county building, taking all of their people 
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with them, and then notified the various headquarters what 
was going on. Mr. Shadley had kept the Governor informed 
by long distance telephone of all that was being done in 
Chicago to force him to send the militia. Deneen then re- 
fused the request after saying some very harsh things to 
the conspirators with whom he was in conference. 

During the same strike the teamsters had headquarters 
at West Madison Street and the bridge. There were always 
from one to two hundred teamsters gathered there in and 
outside of the building. I had been informed that if I wanted 
a good story I should be at Madison Street and the river in 
the afternoon. Just as I arrived there several wagon loads 
of strike-breakers came across the Madison Street bridge 
from the west. The horses were walked leisurely by the 
headquarters. The teamsters who were standing on the 
sidewalk immediately grasped the situation and no trouble 
occurred. Another plot had failed. 

There always has been an understanding among unfair 
employers in Chicago that if the militia can be secured no 
strike will succeed. Generally riots follow the arrival of the 
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LABOR DAY, 1923

On Labor Day, 1923, the organized workers are more 
conscious of their cause than ever before. 

There can be no substitute for trade unionism because it 
grows out of the needs and experiences and necessities of 
the workers. It is not an artificial creation, nor has it been 
evolved from the brain of man. 

It is a natural grouping of wage workers who are 
cemented by the same ideals and longings, the same oppo- 
sition to social injustice and the same desire to improve their 
status in life. Those who would destroy us fail to offer a 
substitute for trade unionism. They promise much, but 
would deny that unity of action that has been the worker’s 
protection and his hope. 

In every instance the anti-unionist insists that he treat 
with workers as individuals. Occasionally, he forms a 
company “union” and dictates who shall represent employes. 

If the trade unions accept individual bargaining, they 
sign their death warrant, for it is idle to talk of unity be- 
tween workers if they agree not to function as an organi- 
zation. 

When the employer pleads for individual bargaining he 
strikes at the heart of trade unions. He would destroy the 
collective spirit of workers. He would make them impotent 
to correct injustice or protest against wrong. 

Collective bargaining means more than wages and 
hours. It is a unity that begets confidence and equips work- 
ers for every activity that should interest good citizens. 

When production was in the crude and laborious hand 
stage, individual bargaining would suffice. But not in an 
age of machine production and absentee ownership. Despite 
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the excuses that surround it, individual bargaining does not 
make for willing associates in industry. It develops autoc- 
racy at one end of production and dependents at the other 
end. 

As our country becomes more and more an industrial 
nation this problem becomes more acute. It affects every 
citizen, because there is no prospect of industrial harmony 
while captains of industry maintain their anti-union attitude 
that employes shall be denied the right to present grievances 
collectively. 


No citizen can escape the influence of this vicious system 
that often controls government, degrades the judiciary and 
denies constitutional rights to wage workers who would 
resist the serf practices of employers. 

There is no constructive program more important than 
this demand of labor to control their lives. This demand is 
the first essential in any policy that would bring industrial 
concord and social peace.

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The budget of California’s expenditures and revenues 
assumed an importance this year it has never before enjoyed. 
The reason for this was two-fold: First, the people had initi- 
ated a constitutional amendment, known as the Executive 
Budget Amendment, which provided an entirely new pro- 
cedure for the preparation of a budget. Second, the people 
had at the same election chosen a Governor committed to a 
pledge to reduce the state expenditures by $12,000,000; or, 
in other words, to keep the expenses within the revenues. 

Both of these reasons not only enhanced the importance 
of the budget itself, but materially increased the labor of its 
preparation. 

Previously the budget submitted to the Legislature was 
but an informal affair, consisting of some 40 pages, and con- 
taining only the total lump sums recommended for appro- 
priation to each department. There was no detail as to the 
manner of its proposed expenditure, nor any statement of 
revenues collected by the department, which were expended 
in addition to the appropriations. Nor was any information 
furnished to the Legislators as to the manner in which previ- 
ous appropriations or revenues were expended. 

The new Board of Control assumed its duties on the oth 


of January, faced with the problem of preparing, before the 
close of the January session, an itemized statement not only 
of the agencies for which appropriations had been previously 
recommended by the old budget, but in addition some 40 
funds which are commonly known as “self-supporting” 
agencies. 

The Executive Budget Amendment required an itemized 
statement of the expenditures and revenues of “all” State 
agencies. It also required a statement of the expenses 
incurred, compared item by item, for each of the preceding 
two years. 

A complete new method and detail of budgetary proce- 
dure had, therefore, to be worked up after the data upon 
each agency was secured. 

The new Board was confronted with requests from the 
various State agencies totalling over $1 10,000,000, and the 
task of reducing these to come within the prospective rev- 
enues of $80,000,000, not to mention the institution of a new 
budgetary system, all in three weeks’ time. This meant the 
holding of budget hearings at which the claims of the vari- 
ous heads of departments were more or less insistently pre- 
sented to the Board, as well as the examination of all avail- 
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able data accumulated by the old Board of Control. This 
task was not made any easier by the fact that many of these 
department heads were hostile to the new administration. 


In its last analysis this amounts to putting the affairs of 
state on a business-like basis, avoiding the unnecessary 
duplication of state functions, and reducing the waste in each 
department to a minimum. 


The immense amount of money already appropriated by 
the constitution, known as “fixed charges,” further compli- 
cated the problem. The fixed charges and recurrent appro- 
priations for education, to which the state was already obli- 
gated, amounted to $46,000,000 and there were some $14,- 
000,000 for flood control, sinking fund and other purposes. 
This materially reduced the available revenue for applica- 
tion to other State agencies. 


As a matter of fact, a large portion of the State’s revenues 
are appropriated to the counties. Approximately $40,000,- 
000 goes to the school districts, and $576,000 for text-books ; 
$2,600,000 is paid to the counties to supplement the aid they 
give to orphans; $18,000,000 of the motor vehicle collections 
will go directly to the counties for work on roads, or will go 
into road work in the counties ; $10,000,000 goes into a sink- 
ing fund for the payment of bonds on county roads; $684,000 
for the salaries of Superior Court judges. This amounts to 
$72,159,000 paid to the counties. 


The total expenditures of the State for the biennium will 
be approximately $116,000,000, but against this is credited 
revenues collected by various departments including the 
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Motor Vehicle, making the net budget approximately $80,- 
_ 000,000, as finally amended by the Governor. 

After providing for the fixed charges and recurrent 
appropriations made by previous legislatures, our next con- 
cern was for the wards of the State confined in hospitals for 
the insane, the Home for the Feeble-Minded, the Home for 
the Adult Blind, the Veterans’ Home, the Woman’s Relief 
Corps Home, the three reform schools and the two prisons. 
Especially careful investigations were necessary to be cer- 
tain that these helpless people would be properly provided 
for. The appropriations made for these institutions, total- 
ling $12,175,793, will amply care for the inmates for the com- 
ing biennium. 

At the end of January the two new members of the Board 
of Control submitted to the Governor the result of their 
labors, and the Governor transmitted the first State Execu- 
tive Budget to the Legislature, providing for the appropria- 
tion of $78,974,628. This budget consisted of 152 pages, 
containing four columns of figures, in fine print. It con- 
tained the detailed salary roll of every State agency, as well 
as an itemized statement of all other expenditures, together 
with the corresponding expenditures recommended for each 
item by the Governor for the coming biennium. 

For the first time in history the legislators and the pub- 
lic could determine how the money had been spent, and the 
manner in which it was proposed to spend it. And for the 
first time there was available in one document a complete 
statement of all governmental costs and revenues. 
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and the Ways and Means Committee of the Assembly held 
joint sessions in the Assembly Chambers daily for nearly 
four weeks. 

As finally passed, after the amendments made by the 
Governor, the budget totalled approximately $80,000,000, 
well within the estimated revenues, and approximately $12,- 
000,000 less than the 1921 budget. . The 1921 budget was 
73 per cent greater than the budget of 1919. 

The idea of a complete budgetary plan is not new. His- 
tory is indeed repeating itself. In 1784 Necker, then Minis- 
ter of Finance in France, sought the adoption of a unified 
budget, which was finally accomplished under Napoleon. 
In reviewing the past legislative session one is strongly 
reminded of the recital of Necker’s experience: 


“Tt is necessary that an administrator of finance, guided 
~ by his genius, while elevating himself to the most lofty 
ideals, must often by painful contrast devote himself to most 
laborious work; he must pry into details; he must know their 
importance and must respect them; his courage must help 
him to overcome the usual distaste for that kind of applica- 
tion; I am well aware of the fact that in order to succeed one 
must find oneself well informed and never be distracted by 
the charm of general speculation; everybody, however, rec- 
ognizes that generalities are but useless abstractions lacking 
the certainty of thinking in detail. * * * It is impos- 
sible to begin the administration of finance fully prepared 
for the task, because this work is made up of such a large 
variety of duties that there is no previous education in exist- 
ence which would make a man entirely qualified for the posi- 
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tion. * * * If one arrive at the goal of his desires, the 
passing from private life to a high position affords, as any 
change in life, a pleasant moment. * * * The entire 
brilliant experience of the start changes into a succession of 
demands, the satisfying of which is impossible; then comes 
tumultous noise and the few words of gratitude are hardly 
audible among the mass of complaint and murmurs.” 


Once I was very much interested in the politician and 
novelist Lord Beaconsfield; at the outset, in that particular 
man only. I began by reading what he had written in the 
way of novels and tales, and afterwards followed up the his- 
tory of his public life. I thus came also to his speeches in 
Parliament. And as my interest had a center, all these sub- 
jects that would not otherwise have engaged my attention 
enthralled me, and not Beaconsfield’s speeches only, but all 
the speeches made by his colleagues, and especially by his 
enemies and opponents. He had enemies in plenty, each 
with his own individuality, who interested me in a certain 
degree because the man with whom they quarrelled inter- 
ested me greatly; and in this way a considerable period of 
English political history that would otherwise have been 
rather out of my way became exceedingly attractive to me. 
Therefore my advice is, as soon as a person or thing interests 
you, seize it, absorb yourself in it. You will learn a thou- 
sand times more by doing that than by absorbing yourself 
in a thousand things and people. The object widens before 
your gaze, and gradually expands to a whole horizon. Never 
begin with the horizon, or you will stare at random and see 
nothing.—George Brandes, in “On Reading.”

The labor movement helps a man to help his 
family, and anything that helps the family helps 
the State and Nation. The labor movement is, 
therefore, one of the real assets of this country. 
The organized workers in the United States have 
been able to accomplish so much in the way of 
better pay and working conditions because of the 
kind of government we have. It, therefore be- 
hooves the organized workers to protect the gov- 
ernment and the government to protect the organ- 
ized workers. In short, the interest of the one is 
also the interest of the other. That condition is 
as it should be. It is true, of course, that the 
government is not perfect, nor is the labor move- 
ment without fault, but this fact furnishes no 
reason for desiring to destroy either the one or 
the other. The thing to do is to go to work in an 
endeavor to correct the errors of both in an or- 
derly and systematic manner, and in that way 
steadily improve conditions for everybody. This 
is thoroughly understood in the labor movement, 
except by a very few who are insane enough to 
believe in dreams, and that is why the American 
labor movement has never been drawn from its 
course by the so-called radicals. 


Union men and women must support the labor press because 
the public press does not give sufficient space to matters affecting 
organized labor. 

That was the sound advice given the other day by the New York 
State Council of the Allied Printing Trades, in convention at Buffalo. 

The labor press is the only press the worker can depend upon’ 
to support his cause through thick and thin, through times of peace 
as well as times of stress. Unless the worker supports his press 
when times are favorable for its development, it will not have the 
opportunity to grow and strengthen itself for the time when it per- 
haps will be the only medium through which the worker can present 
his side of a controversy. 

There are many ways in which the worker can support the labor 

press. Of course his first duty is to subscribe to his labor paper and 
see that his fellow workers do likewise. Then he must talk labor 
press whenever he sees the opportunity. He must point out what a 
strong labor paper can do for the cause of trade unionism. He must 
direct attention to the fact that the labor paper serves the community 
by exposing corruption and injustice. He must show that the labor 
paper not only ends the activities of rascals who rob and exploit the 
people but that it makes those disposed to try the same game think 
twice before embarking on a career which is pretty sure to be ended 
by the white light of publicity. 
Friends of the labor press must also be alert to aid the editor 
in making his paper of the greatest interest and value to union men 
and their families. They can often suggest articles and features 
which will prove of interest. Of course the editor usually knows 
about the calling of strikes, signing of new agreements and other 
important labor news in his community but he may not always know 
of less important events which are of much interest to his readers. 
Among these are dances and other social affairs given by the unions 
or by organizations made up largely of union members. A timely 
“tip” on these affairs with all the details, including names of com- 
mittee members, will be appreciated by the editor. He will also ap- 
preciate information on affairs and events of all kinds affecting union 
members. 


By supporting the labor press and co-operating with it, the 
worker is not only building up a strong and powerful press of his 
own. He is forcing the daily papers and other publications to give 
a constantly increasing amount of space to organized labor and its 
activities. No paper likes to be “scooped” by another and when the 
daily finds it is “losing out” on labor news, it will soon remedy the 
situation by giving more space to such news. 

Thus by supporting the labor press, organized labor gains 
greatly increased publicity for its cause, with a consequently widened 
sympathy for and appreciation of, the aims of trade unionism. 
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| FLUCTUATING SENTIMENTS | 


Investigations made by the Department of 
Labor show that the present prices of clothing 
are about 75 per cent above those prevailing in 
1913. The expenditure of the average family for 
clothing in 1923, it is stated, will be about 2 per 
cent more than it was in 1922. There wa- a con- 
siderable increase in 1922 over 1921. There were 
advances in the prices of woolens and worsteds 
for men’s and women’s clothing last spring and 
additional increases are to be made in these fab- 
rics for next autumn and next spring. The high 
“protection” voted to the Wool Trust by the last 
Congress is being gradually but surely added to 
the cost of clothing. 


Kentucky is one of the backward states in regard 
to hour legislation for women, according to a 
bulletin issued by the United States Women’s 
Bureau on “Women in Kentucky Industries.” 
That state permits a 10-hour day and a 60-hour 
week. It has no law prohibiting night work for 
women and no law requiring one day of rest in 
seven. It is stated that these long hours are a 
“decided menace not only to the health of the 
women themselves but to their efficient employ- 
ment in industry and the well-being of the com- 
munity of which they form a part. That this 
drain on strength and vitality—the unavoidable 
accompaniment of long working hours—is not 
essential to successful production is illustrated by 
the fact that many establishments were found to 
be operating satisfactorily with much shorter 
hours.” 


A diamond ring is a luxury and not a neces- 
sary article of wearing apparel, according to a 
recent decision of the Court of Appeals of the 
Third Distirct of this state. The decision was 
rendered in a case wherein the parties attempted 
to withhold the jewelry from creditors against an 
execution. No objection can be raised to the rul- 
ing where the ring is an ordinary article of com- 
merce, but where it has performed the office for 
which many perfectly good diamond rings are 
used, then it becomes something more than a 
mere article of commerce and should have some 
degree of protection even against those who have 
bills against the wearer. This decision may tend 
to prevent young men from presenting really val- 
uable rings as tokens of engagement, and then, 
too, it may prevent some girls from contracting 
bills. There is, therefore, the problem involved 
of determining whether the decision will do more 
good than harm.

It may seem incredible to you, when the opinion is ex- 
pressed, that the principles of Organized Labor and _ its 
various safeguards, are not so much in danger from those 
who openly oppose them, as from those who professing to 
believe in them are willing to forget them when it is incon- 
venient to practice them. Enemies in the open we can over- 
come, but back-sliders on the inside constitute a greater 
menace. 

“At no time in our history,” says J. Manning of the Label 
Trades Department, “has it been so necessary to educate 
trade unionists, friends and sympathizers of the labor move- 
ment to the necessity of withholding patronage from those 
hostile to the principles for which we stand.

credit to any one who ever attempted to be fair to labor— 
force and coercion is their middle name. Let me say wher- 
ever any member of the C. of C. or other hostile organiza- 
tions is found to be antagonistic, every effort should be urged 
to withhold their patronage. No Money for Our Enemies to 
Fight Us With, should be made familiar to trade unionists, 
creating a determined mood to purchase none but union- 
labeled goods and to patronize only places where union shop 
cards or working cards or buttons are displayed.” 

Organized Labor in California should be in the front 
ranks of the supporters of the union label, for it was here it 
had its origin.

It directs and con- 
centrates public sentiment against the evils peculiar to many 
industries. 

The union label is the emblem of democracy, the insignia 
of freedom of speech, free press and free assemblage. It 
symbolizes the condition which the union is established to 
secure and maintain. It represents always fair wages and 
hours, clean workshops and good workmanship. 

The union label is an appeal to principle, a principle above 
price—the principle that a dollar spent in the maintenance 
of fair labor is worth infinitely more than a dollar saved at 
the bargain counter. 

It must be confessed that many of us fail to give the 
union label propaganda the support that we should. Not 
only do we fail to carry the evidence of our interest in it on

our persons, upon the clothes, hat, shoes, etc., but fail even 
to carry any remembrance of it, except at certain intervals, 
when on strike or some speaker drives home the importance 
of asking for the label. Then for a while we may ask for it, 
but soon enthusiasm wanes and we lapse again into indiffer- 
ence—and our last condition is worse than the first. Because 
of the almost incredible rapidity with which the label propa- 
ganda wanes, it needs our greatest encouragement and sup- 
port. How well disposed we may be, it does not count. Only 
constant and tireless demand will count. 

The union label is the one weapon that we may and can 
use every day, every month, every year, without fear of 
molestation. It is free from the injunction, police court, or 


jail. No judge will have the temerity to punish a person or 
criticise him for refusing to buy non-union goods.

any one ever dared to deny any man or woman the right to 
demand that he or she be served by union clerks or to spend 
their money in places displaying the union card. 

If we once realize the tremendous power we now hold 
carelessly and thoughtlessly, then we will make the enemies 
of labor sit up and take notice. The Chambers of Commerce 
may be dominated by a few representing “big business,” but 
the majority of the membership is composed of “little fel- 
lows.” The majority depend on the toilers to maintain their 
business. It is then Labor’s business to see to it that these 
men furnish us what we want. 

There are in the State of California 101,000 organized 
workers earning at an average not less than $4.00 a day. 
This makes an aggregate of more than $400,000 a day. In

barat 
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workers, whose earnings at the same average are not less 
than $18,000,000 a day. On a yearly basis, counting 300 
days in a year, California trade unionists earn $120,000,000 
a year and trade unionists of the entire country $5,400,000,- 
ooo. Let us wield this tremendous purchasing power into 
trade channels supplied by union-made goods and services, 
and is there any fear that we may not thus make our power 
felt and respected by our most hostile employers. It is a sure 
way of blotting out the sweat-shop and convict labor com- 
petition. 

And members of organized labor are not the only ones 
to be benefited by the greater use of union-made products 
Every lover of humanity should take a lively interest in the 
use of such products. What woman, if she were fully aware 
of it, would not hesitate before buying a wrapper or under- 
wear, if she knew that it was made in a room infected with 
germs of tuberculosis, typhoid, diphtheria, or a thousand 
other diseases.

FRAUDULENT ISSUES: 


By Paul Scharrenberg 


On first consideration, Labor Day and the tax question 
may not appear to link up nor have anything in common. 
But on second thought it will be admitted that the tax ques- 
tion is a near relative to the labor question. Without crea- 
tive labor, there could be no tax problem. And when servile 
politicians manufacture a fraudulent tax issue so that they 
may impede progress and seriously hamper the humanitarian 
functions of the State government, then indeed the tax 
question becomes a most appropriate theme for discussion 
on Labor Day. 

For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1922, the grand total 
tax bill paid by the people of California was in round figures 
$450,000,000, divided approximately as follows:

The present Governor of California was elected because 

he made folks believe that his economy slogan would reduce 
everybody’s taxes. As a matter of fact, the Governor has 


not and could not reduce the taxes paid by the people for 
city and county support. He could not reduce the Federal 
income tax. He did not reduce, to the contrary, he increased 
the State revenue from miscellaneous sources. Only the 
taxes paid by the corporations are reduced or at least kept 
from going up, notwithstanding a constantly increasing 
population. All the noise made about economy means tax 
economy for the corporations—but for no one else. 

And how is this saving of corporation taxes effected? 
By the simple process of crippling or entirely wrecking cer- 
tain vital functions of the humanitarian agencies developed 
and fostered by progressive State governments during the 
past twelve years. 

Limitation of space forbids reference to all the pro- 
gressive agencies attacked by the present Governor. There 
are two branches.of State activity, however, whose work is 
reflected in the every-day life of California’s toilers. One 
of these is the Railroad Commission and the other the Indus- 
trial Accident Commission. The fraudulent economy issue 
has seriously crippled both of these, and the purpose of this 
article is to explain what really happens when corporation 
tax economy is translated into practical operation. 

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 
Reduction of the appropriation for the California Rail- 
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road Commission from $1,009,600, the amount found neces- : : 8 
sary and actually expended for its proper functioning during 

the past two years, to $793,000 means reduced efficiency, 

lessening of the power of the commission to protect the 

public against corporate exploitation, and a distinct victory 

for those who would restrict or destroy the commission. 

The net effect of the State budget upon the Railroad ° 
Commission is a staggering blow to the proper regulation 
of public utilities. It means the postponement of many 
important valuation proceedings upon which depend pros- 


pective reductions in rates, or improvements in the service 
of utilities. 
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The average worker little realizes how important the 
work of the Railroad Commission is to every householder ; 
but the public utility corporations, which are generally be- 
lieved to be behind this stealthy attack upon the resources 
and integrity of the Railroad Commission, realize its impor- 
tance only too well. 

It is for this reason that the budget of the Railroad Com- 
mission was singled out for attack, and ruthless reduction. 

If the Railroad Commission is not provided with money 
to conduct its investigations and valuation proceedings 
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e 
properly, then the commission will have to accept with less 
careful scrutiny the valuation figures submitted for rate- 
making purposes by the public utility corporations. 

Has this result been achieved by the reductions in the 
funds and staff of the Railroad Commission, one will nat- 
urally ask? 

No other outcome can be looked for when the reduction 
of the Railroad Commission’s budget by the sum of $216,000 
necessitated a reduction of the engineering force of the com- 
mission from 54 to 30 engineers, and the entire staff of the 
commission from 141 to 93 persons. It is plainly impossible 
for 30 engineers to do the work formerly performed by 54, 
working without intermission. Every department had to be 
cut in like proportion. This means starving the commission 
into impotence. 

Working with a full staff, and at a nominal cost to the 
people, the Railroad Commission during the last few years 
completed valuations proceedings in the cases of 23 large 
public utilities. The reduction in the valuations of these 
utilities for rate-making purposes by the commission, as 
compared with the amounts claimed by the utilities them- 
selves, was $128,922,688. 

The saving in rates to the public in one year, based on a 
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return of 8 per cent per year on the foregoing reduction, is 
$10,227,000. 4 

One or two examples of how necessary this work is to 
protect the public in the matter of fixing rates will be suf- 
ficient to enlighten the most casual reader. 

The Pacific Gas and Electric Company claimed a valua- 
tion for rate-making purposes of $170,711,271. The Rail- 
road Commission cut this valuation to $109,723,695, a reduc- 
tion of $60,987,575—or a saving in rates to the public of 
$4,800,000 a year. 

The importance of keeping up this branch of the com- 
mission’s work is apparent when it is stated that in regula- 
tory work it is necessary to make a revaluation of the prop- 
erty of the public utility corporations every five to ten years. 
The rapid growth of California, however, renders it almost 
essential for the protection of the people that these valua- 
tions be made every five years. ; 

It has been necessary for the commission to spend from 
$60,000 to $75,000 a year on this work alone to keep up with 
the task before it. With such a radical reduction in its funds 
and force, it will be plainly impossible for the commission to 
hope to maintain this work at its former high state of 
efficiency. 
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Do you realize what this means to the average man and 
woman? 

The people of California paid to the public utilities in 
1921 the enormous sum of $420,152,525 in rates. If those 
rates were increased by even so small an amount as one per 
cent it would add $4,000,000 to the rates the people would 
have to pay these utility corporations. 

That is why the reduction of the State Railroad Com- 
mission’s budget will affect every householder in California. 
Is it not time for every progressive citizen of this fair state 
to be on guard lest this great commission, which has done so 
much to protect the people of California from outrageous 
exploitation in the matter of rates and charges, be wrecked 
and driven on the rocks for lack of adequate financial 
support? 

THE INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENT COMMISSION. 

The principle of Workmen’s Compensation is now gen- 
erally accepted. California employers who objected strenu- 
ously to the introduction of this legislation have become quite 
reconciled to it. 

The financial burden incident to industrial accidents was 
formerly carried by the charitable institutions. It is now 
accepted by industry as a just and binding obligation. 
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But the work of California’s Industrial Accident Com- 
mission has not been confined merely to the settlement of 
claims by injured workers. <A large part of the time and 
energy of the commission has been taken up with accident 
prevention, i. e., with safety work. As a direct result of this 
activity many lives have been saved and countless industrial 
accidents prevented. Of course, this kind of safety work 
has cost some money. And right there the present Gover- 
nor saw an opportunity to “economize.” 

For the past two fiscal years the Industrial Accident 
Commission spent, in round figures, the sum of $800,000 for 
the administration and enforcement of the Compensation 
Act, including all the splendid preventive work of the Safety 
Department. 

For the sake of the corporations’ tax bills, Governor 
Richardson cut the appropriations for the current biennium 
to $529,820. 

What has been the result? Between 50 and 60 members 
of the staff have been dropped and the heaviest cut was 
made in the Safety Department, where the need is greatest. 

One of the first functions of organized society, the con- 
servation of human life, is of no concern to our “economy” 
Governor. Reduction of corporation taxes is of greater 


importance than the lives of those subject to the risks of 
industry—workers who are usually at a disadvantage in pro- 
tecting themselves, because of the economic pressure sur- 
rounding their work. 

None of the safety divisions of the Safety Department 
have more than two men left—the majority only one man, 
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and several leading industries of California are without the 
services of even one safety engineer from the commission’s 
staff. 


Each newcomer to California adds to the State’s popula- 
tion and to the number affected by industrial operations. 
Approximately ten new manufacturing establishments are 
started in California each day, and the need of an increased, 
rather than a reduced, Safety Department is apparent. 


The Rehabilitation and Welfare Departments have been 
entirely abandoned. The former trained crippled men for FOUNDED 1845 
new work and endeavored to find them positions; the latter

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All cases pending before the Commission will have to be 
handled differently because of the reduction in force. Con- 
tests will be avoided if possible, and it will not be possible 
to give the same care and attention to litigants as in prior

Clare Sheridan, writing of Coblenz, when it was under 
the United States Army of Occupation, said: “One is ad- 
vised not to stay there. First of all there is prohibition— 
and in a land where mostly everything is labeled ‘verboten’ 
the Americans have ‘verboten’ everything else that the Ger- 
mans have not.” 

What a world of thought in this simple excuse of an 
observant traveler for not pitching her tent, and telling us 
something of the place where our boys were stationed. 
There seemed to be no question in her mind but what she 
mentions would be sufficient cause for leaving. Being a 
writer for the daily press, she had to keep her hand on the 
public pulse. ‘‘Forbidden” seems to be the shibboleth, by 
means of which fanatics, so-called reformers, and self-seek- 
ing politicians hope to keep control of this country. The 
futility of such efforts is everywhere apparent—when we 
look on the restlessness, confusion and disorder all around 
us, and the flagrant, open violations of these many ‘“Thou- 
shalt-nots” with which we are confronted in these days of 
the great reconstruction. 

Destructive legislation, devoid of every trace of con- 
structiveness, seems to be the order of the day. What else 
is there to the Eighteenth Amendment, the Volstead Act, 
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the Daugherty Injunctions, the Syndicalist prosecutions, the 
Nellie Pierce budget, the Supreme Court decisions in the 
child labor cases and the minimum wage case? Are they 
not all proclamations of things that are “Verboten’? They 
are all encroachments upon the inalienable rights of the 
people guaranteed to them under the Constitution. A law 
that in its enforcement is not corrective but only punitive is 
per se dangerous and provokes disregard for all law and 
authority. It takes no long-range vision to satisfy even the 
most unsophisticated observer that these new-fangled laws 
are producing lawlessness and contempt for law—a condi- 
tion that calls for thorough investigation and consideration 
as to the sanity of such legislation. Laws that produce such 
results cannot to any. sane mind appear to be socially uplift- 
ing. They are products of prejudice and ignorance. Its 
sponsors seem deaf to the ever increasing rumble of dis- 
content, blind to the consequences of their policy, and in 
their arrogance priding themselves on being akin to 
Messiahs of the Millennium, condemning even the practices 
of the Nazarene. Only one prohibition was given by the 
Creator to our first parents, and so few were the laws that 
Moses deemed necessary to the Children of Israel that they 
were all contained on two stone tablets, ten laws in all. 
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But the invisible power in these “Thou-shalt-nots” ap- 
pealed to the cunning and ambitious, and they kept on “for- 
bidding” until there is hardly a human action in a civilized 
state today that is not hedged in by thousands of these 
“thou-shalt-nots.” All with the aim in view to give power 
and control over all to some autocrats that could not exist 
but for these forbidden things. 

The reform flood exemplified in things “verboten” has 
hit us hard. These reformers unmindful of the elementary 
principle of civilization, namely, an earnest desire to pro- 
mote the common good, attempt to recreate human nature, 
make it impervious to temptation, and to revolutionize the 
habits of men, by prohibitory legislation. 

Education is said to mould the mind, and if the teacher 
fails so that the pupil apparently has assimilated nothing, 
then what has the education molded? Not a nobler human 
mind, but one that is baser and wilder than the uneducated 
savage. 

The reformers often express the idea of removing the 
temptation so that no desire for it may come. Remove 
temptation and kill the desire, that is their new shibboleth. It 
would be amusing, if not so tragic. Temptation met and 
overcome is what makes manhood, puts red blood and char- 
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acter into human beings. Religious and secular history are 
full of instances of noble souls gained by overcoming tempta- 
tion. The Augustines, the Anthonys, the Hales are still 
amongst us, and their numbers have grown in the ages since 
they showed the way. Mollycoddles only are the product 
of efforts at circumventing temptation. Voluntary restraint 
is a fact among our young people and, if permitted to exist, 
bodes well for the future greatness of our country. May 
the scales of prejudice and vainglory fall from the eyes of 
those who would stifle the growth of the souls of our youth. 

These great reformers have selfishness as their funda- 
mental principle. They see only self and temporary advan- 
tage, eschewing all that pertains to the common good. Out 
of this selfishness came these “verboten” things nursing in- 
numerable wrongs and creating the wild spirit of unrest in 
the body politic. They deceive themselves in believing that 
they are justified. It does not take a student of history to 
determine how impotent such laws are. Injunctions and 
anti-human enactments are attacks on the fundamental 
rights fought for by our forefathers who framed the Con- 
stitution. They provided for free speech, free press, and 
the right of peaceful assembly. The Constitution reads that 
Congress shall make no law abridging these rights. The 
manufacture of moral sentiment to bolster up such infrac- 
tions on civil rights should be decried. 

But to be practical—have these reform laws accom- 
plished their purpose? Is the free speaker less open in his 
speech? Is he made dumb? Does the injunction stop the 
men against whom it was issued from doing the things they 
did before?

Crime would be reduced to a minimum, poverty 
would disappear, the moral scars on the streets of our city 
would vanish with the saloon. The baneful influence of 
brewers and distillers would cease upon our legislators. But 
what do their prophecies amount to? The criminal records 
of our country everywhere give the lie to their promises, for 
never were our jails so crowded, prisons so overflowing, nor 
the columns of the daily press so filled with the record of 
revolting crimes. Never were our asylums so crammed. 
The saloon, that sink of iniquity, is with us in only a differ- 
ent form. Before the edict’ they were in the open and sub- 
ject to regulation. Now they are unregulated, to be found 
in cellars and flats, in candy stores and offices, even sacred 
edifices, on ships, in motor boats and even submarines. 
Everywhere not liquors but poisons are doled out, and the 
industry is as great as ever. Formerly the governments, 
local and national, received a revenue worthy of the name, 
now paltry sums in fines do not pay a hundredth part of the 
expenditures incurred in collecting those fines. And what 
answers do these zealots make to the statistics proving the 
frightful toll of their fallacious law exacted from the people? 
Ten hospitals show 10,250 cases of blinded and crippled, due 
to the deleterious effects of prohibition. True, they may have 
driven the brewer and distiller from our legislative halls, 
but in their stead they have placed their own immoral selves 
as the greater and more dangerous menace in our legislative 
assemblies. They are the princes of the money trust. Never 
have they denied charges made by Senators and Congress- 
men, concerning their prodigal expenditure of money to 
aid supporters in elections or to influence legislation. 

An honorable and upright judge has expressed himself: 
“It is my calm, deliberate judgment that no enactment of so 
widespread, vicious, universally debasing effect on our law 
and on the courts, has ever been imposed on our people as 
the prohibition law.”

Recalling the charges that were laid at the door 
of liquor, and the assured amelioration of these evils by a 
prohibitory law, he says: “Immediately following the pro- 
hibition law in Georgia, the capital felony docket in the 
Supreme Court increased in startling ratio—and has never 
been relieved. The wave of homicide found its counterpart

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tional act. It is no gross exaggeration to say that where 
run has slain in thousands, prohibition has slain in tens of 
thousands.” 

Prohibition does prohibit, but not what it intended to 
prohibit. It prohibits the United States Government to ob- 
tain revenue on liquors sold, and in place of providing the 
money for national defense the money raised by taxation is 
spent for the enforcement of an unpopular law. It pro- 
hibits the sale of pure wholesome beverages, made under 
government regulations, and does not prohibit the deadly 


mixtures universally sold as substitutes and made without 


any supervision. It stops the poor man in the enjoyment of 
his rights under the Constitution, but allows the rich man 
the use of forbidden things. Nor will punishments destroy 
the unwholesome traffic. Before prohibition, it was jocu- 
larly said that to drink a glass of whisky might be made a 
capital offense. They are almost making it such now, yet 
there is as much whiskey sold as ever. 

The debasing effect on society will grow with the com- 
ing years. The vast army of young men returned from our 
jails, degraded by their treatment, will become fathers of 
families. : 

“There is something radically wrong with a law that 
can not be enforced except at such tremendous moral cost.” 
“The wrong in the statute is that it is intemperate, too 
drastic, that it prohibits where it ought to regulate.” 

The enforcement of the present law is ruinous to the 
country’s morals. You cannot indict an entire people of 
wrongdoing, crime or immorality. 

Prohibition is a poor business policy, as it promotes illicit 
business and retards lawful business. 

Is it not about time for “the tolerant majority to organ- 
ize against an ever zealous and subsidized minority”? To 
eliminate from our body politic these “pay as you enter” 
social uplifters ? 

Arouse yourself, good man or good woman, ally your- 
self with the temperate majority. If not, you may live to 
see the day when the “verboten” things of life shall include 
movies, dancing, coffee, tea, etc., all things that may 
be taboo to a few, but which have been given to a distracted 
world, to make people forget momentarily their common 
every-day tasks and tribulations, in order to enjoy relaxa- 
tion and rest. 

And if you fondly imagine that our age is immune from 
such lines of prohibition, remember that history records

assumed power of ordering the lives of their subjects to con- 
form with their own narrow ideas of what is good and 
proper. 

The puritanic spirit of the days of Cromwell was not 
lost upon succeeding kings of England. Charles II to con- 
solidate his power seized upon it and prevailed upon one of 
his judges to close coffee-houses as a common nuisance. 
And to justify his decree the judge justified his action in 
these words: “The Retayling of Coffee may be an innocente 
Trayde; but as it is used to nourrisshe Sedition, spredde 
Lyes, and scandalyze Greate Mene, it may also be a great 
Nuisance.” 

Prohibition grows on what it is fed. It feeds upon 
hatred of common pleasures and enjoyment, and if permitted 
to have its way, it will eventually lead to forbid more and 
more things that offend the hypocritical moralists that 
brought about the prohibition amendment in this country. 

So there must be no let up in the campaign to make pro- 
hibition itself ‘“verboten.”

Democracy Guarantees Rights. 

The inalienable rights to life, liberty and the 

pursuit of happiness are mere paper declarations 


unless there is complete democracy. Democracy 
in government, Democracy in industry. Democ- 
racy in every department of life where social re- 
lations require adjustment. 

To make these academic declarations facts the 
labor movement since its inception has carried on 
its threefold work of agitation, education, and or- 
ganization. 

Because of labor's efforts there is today a fuller 
conception of the essential liberties of mankind 
and the measures necessary for their preservation 
and extension. 

Labor Day, 1923, is a day of rejoicing for labor 
and humanity because the underlying principles 
and aspirations of labor are firmly established and 
completely justified. They have become the 
principles and aspirations of all forward looking 
people. 

Labor’s recent achievements strikingly demon- 
strate the truth of this statement. 

What Labor Has Done. 

Labor’s invincible battalions have very definitely 
defeated the employers in their five-year war 
waged against the organized workers generally. 

Labor’s battalions have protected and extended 
the union shop so effectively that the employers’ 
post-war movement to destroy labor organiza- 
tions and establish an employers’ dictatorship, 
based upon the non-union shop and ruins of .the 
labor movement, is now a negligible quantity. 

Labor’s battalions have defeated the anti-union 
employers’ wage reduction policy, with its lower 
standard of living, and driven ahead labor’s wage 
increase policy, with its higher standard of living, 
until wage increases are now the order of the day 
everywhere, 

Labor’s insistence that un-American employers 
of the United States Steel Corporation type shall 
not beat down the living standards of American 
workers by saturating the working population 
with hordes of cheap alien workers is generally 
accepted by all those who have the welfare of 
America and her institutions at heart. 

Compulsory Labor Advocates Beaten. 

Labor’s demand for the adjudication of labor 
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disputes by free and voluntary negotiations be- 
tween representatives of the organized workers 
and the employers has gone forward until those 
who advocate compulsory labor are limited to a 
few die-hard Tories obsessed with the slave labor 
concept of industrial relations. 

These conquests for labor and humanity are 
not the unusual. They are but the current mani- 
festation of labor’s historical achievements. 

Throughout the ages the organized power of 
the workers meets and vanquishes the task- 
masters’ oppression. 

Throughout the ages labor marches steadily to- 
ward its goal of complete emancipation. 

Link by link labor breaks the chains riveted by 
the masters. 

One by one labor wins its demands. 

One by one labor brings so-called “economic 
laws” within the province of human control for 
human betterment.

Step by step labor forges ahead with its vision 
ever fixed on liberty as the light of the world. 

Gradually and yet persistently labor’s purposes 
are becoming the purposes of the Nation; for 
every victory won by labor is a victory for hu- 
manity entire. 

The constructive methods of labor are symbolic 
of progress. 

The solidarity of labor is thorough and firm. 

The understanding of labor is complete and 
unerring, 

The principles and aspirations of labor are 
written deeply and permanently in the fundamen- 
tal rights of mankind. They are emblazoned in 
the Declaration of Independence. They are vivi- 
fied by the devoted heartbeats of the workers 
everywhere. 

So labor must triumph. 

With labor’s triumph will come the Brother- 
hood of Man. 

Then will be realized the vision of the prophet: 

“They shall build houses and inhabit. them; and 
they shall plant vineyards and eat the fruit of 
them. 

“They shall not build and another inhabit; they 
shall not plant and another eat.”

All workers’ education must inevitably draw its 
sustenance and life from the basis, aims and ideals 
of labor itself. Workers’ education is not an 
isolated enterprise developing independently of 
the labor movement. It is inseparably tied for 
better or for worse to the very warp and woof of 
labor concerns and will survive or perish with 
the fate of labor’s growth or decay. In terms of 
recent controversial labor parlance, it favors 
“boring from within” tactics, rather than “boring 
from without.” 

The trend of lavor education during the past 
two years in America has been to agree more

the tendency has been to enter into a functional 
and reciprocal relationship with regularly organ- 
ized labor bodies. The most significant example 
of this tendency has been the amalgamation of 
the Workers’ Education Bureau and the American 
Federation of Labor. 


Labor education in the United States has quite 
well passed through the “Whys” and “Where- 
fores” of its existence and is now settling down 
to the problem of working out a practical pro- 
gram of labor education based upon the real 
problems of the American labor movement. The 
following facts will clarify this assertion: 


It was only last year that the American Federa- 
tion turned its attention to the question of labor 
education, as such, for the first time. At its last 
convention in Cincinnati it adopted unanimously 
the following resolution:

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Bureau. The Workers’ Educational Bureau came 
into existence a little more than two years ago. 
From its beginning it proceeded’ upon the broad 
and noble purpose of co-ordinating and stimulat- 
ing the various workers’ education enterprises of 
the country in the general field of workers’ edu- 
cation, Its ambition was to preach the gospel 
and spread the tidings of a “new educational day.” 
In this role of clearing the field and pioneering 
the way, it attracted the advocates of nearly 
every school of education known to labor. In it 
the propagandist saw the opportunity for the 
growth and spread of his pet “ism.” In it the 
followers of Marx saw the chance for the growth 
of scientific socialism. In it the syndicalist saw 
the road to “one big union.” In labor education 
the educator sees the approach of the time when 
labor education as he sees it can be given. 

During the last year, however, instead of flirt- 
ing with all of the above mentioned varieties of 
labor education the Workers’ Education Bureau 
has now become the official expression in matters 
of education of the American Federation of La- 
bor. In this move the Workers’ Education Bu- 
reau has passed out of the controversial fields of 
labor education and entered into the more prac- 
tical one of functional relationship with the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor. 

A survey of workers’ education in the United 
States indicate at present, at least four quite dif- 
ferent kinds of workers’ education: 

1. The work of large single international 
unions, for example, the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America. 

2. The central labor colleges, generally sup- 
ported by local labor groups within a given city. 
Examples of this type are the Boston Trade 
Union College, and the Seattle or Portland Labor 
colleges. 

3. The resident labor college of which Brook- 
wood is the single example in the United States. 

4. A group of “outlaw” organizations that are 
not officially indorsed labor colleges but still giv- 
ing classes for labor groups. In this list is found 
the New School for Social Research, the Bryn 
Mawr Summer School for Workers, and such 
university extension divisions that do work in 
labor education. 

The schools classified under (2) and (3) are 
regular bona fide labor education institutions and 
receive the indorsement and affiliation of the 
Workers’ Education Bureau. 


This does not mean that other agencies doing 
labor education is disapproved by the Bureau. 
In fact the work of Amherst and Bryn Mawr have 
been cordially approved by labor. The reason 
that regularly organized educational institutions 
cannot affiliate on other bases than associate 
members is that they are not under labor control 
and supervision. The crux of the question of 
affiliation lies in the question of control. The 
3ureau maintains that workers’ education must 
necessarily be controlled by labor. The truth of 
this statement is self-evident. If workers’ edu- 
cation is to be called labor education it surely

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must be “captain of its ship and master of its 
soul,” 

Labor education is adult education in form, 
method and practice. It is the education of men 
and women of maturity with a common purpose 
with common ends. It must be adjusted to 
persons with depleted energy, to persons with 
woeful lack of preparation, with minds inelastic 
and many times prejudiced; in other words, it 
must be given, if given at all, to persons with 
little energy left for education and given on off- 
time or holidays. 

Labor education is class education (not in what 
is termed “class struggle”) but it is class educa- 
tion in the sense of reaching a definite group in 
society whose interests are determined by the 
fact that they work for wages. Labor education 
must be designed, if it is to be called labor edu- 
cation at all, for classes of persons whose life and 
living are inevitably limited by the size of the 
pay envelope. It must between its inner and outer 
limits offer some relief from the two sets of prices 
that wholly encompass the workers’ life, that is: 
the price for which the worker must sell his labor 
in case he wishes to live and the price he must 
pay for the commodities by which he must live. 
Workers’ education should bear a close relation- 
ship to the status of workers as wage earners and 
the control of the economic factors that determine 
wage control. It must stimulate life and quicken 
the worker’s appreciation of his own importance 
in the modern industrial world. 

During the past year the Department of Labor 
Education of the University of California organ- 
ized sixteen classes. Ten of these classes were 
strictly vocational in character. Six of them were 
of such a nature that they may be called labor 
education in the sense that educators in the labor 
movement think of it; 581 students were served 
in these classes with an average attendance of 
nearly forty. 

From a careful scrutiny of these classes the fol- 
lowing inferences can be safely drawn: 

1. Labor is interested chiefly in vocational 
education. This is interesting because vocational 
education is at variation with what is usually con- 
sidered labor education. In all cases these classes 
were the workers’ free choice. The plan of class 
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organization gives complete local autonomy in the 
selection of its own courses. Whatever courses 
have been given are the selection of the classes 
that took them. 

It is true that representatives of labor and stu- 
dents in the movement would much rather see an 
intensified interest in labor economics, labor 
problems, industrial history, literature, public 
speaking, etc. But if workers’ education is to 
meet the requirements of democratic procedure, 
the groups concerned should have the freedom of 
choice in the selection of their own subjects. No 
matter where such selection leads, the assumption 
must be conceded that workers themselves know 
best the kind of education they desire. 

2. Generally speaking, labor is not at present 
vitally interested in taking charge of industrial 
society. Those of labor who are ready for the 
responsibility of a new social order are apparently 
not enrolled in classes in labor education. Courses 
in factory management, foremanship, personnel, 
business management, or even co-operation 
arouse little interest. Neither is there much de- 
mand for courses in the theory and function of 
economics and government. For the most part 
“Industrial democracy” is a term without mean- 
ing to the rank and file of labor. Hence those 
who have been unduly alarmed by the “dreadful 
fear’ that there is any considerable element in 
the ranks of labor that look upon education as an 
entrance to a new industrial society may rest un- 
disturbed as there seem to be little grounds for 
this suspicion. 

3. There is no demand for the organization of 
classes in what might be called “radical propa- 
ganda.” Of course, it is very difficult to define 
clearly the difference between the educator and 
the propagandist; some one has said that the chief 
difference is that the propagandist has made up 
his mind and the educator has nt. 

4. Not a great amount of ambition is shown 
among laborers to secure the kind of education 
which others in more fortunate circumstances 
have been able to achieve. There is no consum- 
ing desire for more liberal “cultural” courses. 
Knowing for the sake of knowledge makes a 
slight appeal to the main body of workers. 

Labor Education of the Extension of the

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stimulus in the promotion of labor education. It 
is the purpose of this department to co-operate 
with labor representatives in the formulation of 
courses of study which treat particularly the porb- 
lems that chiefly concern labor. 


It has been and shall be the policy of this de- 
partment to keep aloof from the controversial 
issues that obtain exclusively in labor circles. We 
do not exist for the purpose of giving advice to 


or to seek in any way the control of such organi- 
zations, or to assume attitudes on the mooted 
questions that concern only labor groups. 


It is our purpose to organize classes in any sub- 
ject that a local group desires. These classes are 
to be organized in co-operation with education 
committees appointed by the local labor group 
and representing its own organization. It is the 
desire of this department to serve as an educa- 
tional aid and stimulus to the formation of classes 
rather than to act as a guide to what the Exten- 
sion Division of the University or this department 
thinks ought to be given. 

The total cost of each course of study is one 
hundred dollars for fifteen hours of instruction. 
This fee can be paid by the local class for the 
benefit of all its members, or it can be paid by 
the members of the class. If a class of fifty can 
be organized, the cost will be for each member 
of the class $2.00. If only 20 form a class, then 
the cost will be $5.00 for each student. It will be 
noted that this is somewhat less than the regular 
Extension enrollment fee of $6.00 for each 
student, 


The Department of Labor Education keeps in 
the closest possible touch with the publications 
and policies of the Workers’ Education Bureau. 
We use, in fact, the texts of the Workers’ Book- 
shelf, which is under the direction of the editorial 
board of the Workers’ Education Bureau. 

A correspondence course has just been com- 
pleted which is designed particularly for workers. 
The text upon which this course is based is the 
last volume of the Workers’ Bookshelf, “The 
Control of Wages,” by Walter Hamilton and 
May. The chief purpose of this course is to be 
of service to labor groups throughout the state 
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that cannot for any reason take advantage of the 
opportunities of class instruction. The subject, 
“Control of Wages,” is a vital one for labor or- 
ganizations. In fact, the chief motive of labor 
organizations is to control wages and to under- 
stand the causes that determine them. This course 
of study in wage control is an examination of the 
influences, economic, political, legal and _ tradi- 
tional that determine a wage agreement. 

The price of the course is placed within the 
reach of any labor local that wishes to form a 
study class. The cost is six dollars and in addi- 
tion there is the cost of the text, which is fifty 
cents. 

It is thought that this course can be used in the 
following manner: Let it be assumed that some 
definite local has decided to form a study-class. 
Then some member of the class may enroll as 
a regular student of the course. The other mem- 
bers of the class should then secure the text and 
the syllabus that goes with the course; the regu- 
larly enrolled member will then do the required 
work of the assignments, sending his results in 
written form to the Extension Division, where the 
work will be reviewed, corrected, criticized and 
returned. In the meantime when a given assign- 
ment is being corrected the next assignment will 
be made the basis of a week’s or two weeks’ study 
by the class. The subject-matter of each assign- 
ment will easily serve as a topic for study and 
discussion at a single meeting. In this manner 
the study will become an educational enterprise 
in the best meaning of the term; it will be a case 
of “Democracy in Education” that all can share. 

It is hoped that one by-product of this experi- 
ment will be the growth of an interest in educa- 
tion and the “study habit.” Would not an experi- 
ment of this kind develop an interest in the litera- 
ture, history and philosophy of the labor move- 
ment? Would it not create a taste for reading 
labor periodicals and magazines that set the pace 
in the thought of the labor movement? Would 
it not be an excellent incentive to increase attend- 
ance at the regular meetings of the local? 

The following titles of the fifteen assignments 
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give an idea of the nature of the course: 

(a) The Importance of Wages; (b) The Case 
Against Control; (c) The Approach to the Prob- 
lem; (d) Wages and the Acquisitive Arts; (e) 
Wages and the Industrial Arts; (f{) Wages and 
the Economic Arts; (g) The Right and Might of 
Labor; (h) The Control of Prices; (i) The Labor- 
er’s Free Income; (j) A Theory of Wages; 
(k) Towards a Wage Policy; (1) The Division of 
the Value Product; (m) The Control of Technical 
Efficiency; (n) The Control of the Broader Eco- 
nomic Factors; (0) Wages and Welfare. 

The labor organizer would be very glad to 
speak to any labor group at any time upon the 
subject of labor education and further explain the 
detail of organizing either a regular or corre- 
spondence class. Absolutely no obligation is as- 
sumed in rendering this service.

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something Old World and medieval about the 
scene as the children worked down their rows of 
vegetables. The bent backs hid their faces. You 
thought of Russian peasants, of “The Angelus” 
and then of nineteenth-century American negro 
slaves. Yet it was different from all those. There 
were overhead pipe lines for the irrigation of 
this modern, efficient industrial truck farm in New 
Jersey. The foreman is an agricultural-college 
graduate. 

Before I tell about the babies—seven-year-olds 
who crawl along ten hours a day for nine months 
and more each year—I want something important 
understood between you and me. This is not 
farming, not farming as we have understood it. 

So far as I know, there is no reason on earth 
why a kid of seven or ten or fifteen should not 
help his dad and mother on the farm. It is a 
good thing that he learns the meaning of toil. 
He ought to know how things grow, why stock 
must be ceaselessly cared for, and what a great 
and miraculous thing is a golden harvest from 
the soil. Yes, kids ought to do chores and other 
work, just as they ought to have some time to 
play and much time to go to school. They ought 
not to work in factories for long hours with no 
time to play and little or no chance at schooling. 

Some one has coined the phrase “industrialized 
agriculture.” It is the growing of vegetables and 
fruits on the factory system. It is a big industry 
which to a large extent depends for its profits 
upon the sickening exploitation of children. It 
maims children just exactly as does the factory 
work and mine work which we have outlawed in 
many states. It is not an industry of backward 
It is legal, modern efficiency in the most 
progressive states of the Union, True, you find 
it in Maryland and Virginia, but it is at its worst 
in Michigan; I saw it in New Jersey and in Ten- 
nessee; it is in Connecticut and Colorado; in Cali- 
fornia, in Ohio, in Texas. To catch all of this 
vicious practice, you would have to visit most of 
the states. |Your Nice Cool Salad. 

Over the eastern half of the United States, as 
I am writing, we are in the midst of a heat wave. 
The electric fan is purring over my shoulder. I 
have just lunched on a cool salad of lettuce and 
tomatoes and cucumbers—but there at my right 
hand is the little photograph I snapped of Jimmie 
day before yesterday in South Jersey. You can- 
not see it with all the meaning it has for me, 
although a reproduction of it looks out to you 
from this page. Jimmie tried to smile a little 
when his picture was being taken, and then he 
fell to work again lest his foreman give him a 
call. He, one of his brothers or sisters, or per- 
haps a little Chinese boy or a little New Eng- 
lander, made my salad of this noon. He is mak- 
ing salad for you now as he crawls along with 
a knife in his hand exterminating weeds. How 
hot is it in that field this afternoon? Is there 
any breeze? Will Jimmie’s heart stand the strain? 
Will his shoulders ever straighten up again? How 
is it with the other kids—the kids in the Michigan 
sugar-beet fields, in the California asparagus 
beds, and in Connecticut tobacco? Are they 
crawling along, too, gasping in the heat as they 
work? 

Jimmie, who looks out from this page at you, 
doesn’t know. Until I went to see, I did not know 
either. But now I know that there are today in 
this temperature of 95 to 100 degrees actually— 
factually—tens of thousands of boys and girls 
crawling like worms, producing salad and cigar- 
ette materials, canned beets and sugar. They are

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from five years old to fifteen. They are earning 
for themselves and their fathers from 50 cents to 
$1.50 for this day’s work. 

This Jimmie boy is one of a family of four; a 
brother, nine; a sister, fourteen; and his mother. 
They were pointed out to me as the most efficient 
workers on the great truck farm of which I 
speak. Their combined wages from March to 
December average $5.50 a day. They pay for 
their own food. They are housed in fairly decent 
shacks. Each one of them, together with twelve 
hundred others, has pinned to his clothes a time 
ticket like an express tag. This ticket is punched 
in at seven o’clock in the morning at the field 
where the worker reports. It is punched out at 
twelve, in again at one o’clock after lunch and 
out again at six o’clock. All day long the fore- 
man urges the gang to keep them going at the 
right and proper speed. 

Today Jimmie’s gang is working on canning 
beets, rich-looking red-purple fellows. He worked 
in the spinach over this same ground earlier in 
the season. He has picked strawberries and cut 
cabbage. He has worked on lettuce and onions— 
pretty nearly every single thing you can find at 
the greengrocer’s at any season. He cannot read 
or write and he knows no English: he is an Italian. 
He is, before many years, to grow up to be one 
of those “damned foreigners,” illiterate, broken 
in health, living in a squalid tenement—perhaps 
a criminal, perhaps merely a pitiful, embittered 
creature. He’s a nice kid, don’t you think, as he 


looks out at you from this page?

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rones, or employment agents, in nearly every 
big city. You can find them in the spring in 
Cleveland, Ohio, recruiting labor for the Michi- 
gan beet fields. Because there is no chance, rela- 
tively speaking, of getting mixed up with the 
school authorities if you take the family over a 
state line, you usually see that dodge at work. 
So Jimmie’s family came from Philadelphia to 
New Jersey. Ohio onion fields are worked by 
Kentucky families, Colorado fields by Mexicans. 
Great promises are held out. The padrone is 
like the barker for a side show. His story is a 
weird one of enormous wages, easy work, fine 
outdoor air and work, plenty of leisure time. The 
parents like the idea because most of them have 
the old idea of children for work and the more 
children the more work, It is about as different 
from the modern idea—the idea of some work 
for children for educational purposes—as the 
straight bondage of slavery is from a high-school 
manual training course. 

Scientific, sociological, and medical studies are 
being made today of industrialized agriculture in 
the United States. Already there is a report on 
the sugar-beet situation in five counties, two of 
Colorado and three of Michigan, made by the 
Children’s Bureau of the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor. To give the full force of this 
evil, to picture the terrible housing conditions, 
the state of health of the child workers, the cir- 
cumstances of their lives, seems impossible in 
the space at hand here. That Government report, 
published this year, occupies 122 pages. Yet it 
tells the story of such a little area and of such 
a small part of the crops raised by the industrial- 
factory system. There will some day be other 
reports. 

In all these unsentimental studies, every page 
is heartbreaking to the man who can read be- 
tween the lines; every page is a record of one 
of the most sordid and indefensible situations to 
be found in American life. The census of 1920 
shcwed that 647,000 children are regularly em- 
ployed on the farms of this country. But even 
that does not tell you the story. The census

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counted children between the ages of ten and 
fifteen. It would not have caught my Jimmie in 
South Jersey at all! It would not have caught 
the babies in the migratory families, those poor 
slaves who move up from the South with the 
ripening of the crops, knowing no homes, living 
nowhere, being the pawns of a fate which is utter- 
ly meaningless to them. And «hat census was 
taken in January, 

Let’s let the South itself go—the South with 
its baby cotton-picking races and newspaper items 
like this: 

Merkel, Tex., Nov. 2.—Clayton, five-year-old 
son of D. D. Coats of Merkel, has picked 2002 
Ibs. of cotton since Aug. 29, His best day’s work 
was 81 lbs. 

Let’s get out of Michigan, where the kids at 
one season top the beets with a great hooked 
knife that occasionally takes off a finger, espe- 
cially as they get so tired toward the end of a 
ten or twelve-hour day in the fields. I want my 
luncheon to digest better than it seems to be 
doing, that luncheon brought to me through the 
back-breaking toil of children. 

Let’s jump to Connecticut, near New Haven, 
and take a peek at the production of a luxury. 
You know how hot it gets under a canvas tent? 
It’s steaming today under the tobacco covers in 
the valley of the Connecticut. Investigating 
rather coldly and scientifically, the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children 
reports that boys and girls of from ten years 
upward are hard at it in the fields and sheds. The 
boys pick leaves which have attained the right 
stage and lay them on the ground. Other boys 
and men gather these leaves and carry them to 
the sheds. There are the girls. They stand at 
their task for nine or ten hours.a day, stringing 
leaves on lath about four feet long. You take 
a needle and a piece of twine and pierce the stem. 
When you have about forty leaves, that is enough 
to be hung up to dry. This picking and stringing 
leaves is the chief children’s job in Connecticut 
Valley tobacco fields. 

Why does this go on? You can see fast enough 
without any argument that it is about as bad as 
any factory work which the state laws prohibit. 
It goes on because it is agriculture, and our rural 
legislators will not put any law on the statute 
books to handicap it. The only possible hope 
for a state law to prevent it is one which has 
passed the Assembly of the State of Wisconsin 
(53 per cent farmers by profession), prohibiting 
child labor in Wisconsin beet fields on the con- 
tract system. 

It goes on also—perhaps chiefly, we should say 
—because the Supreme Court has killed two 
child-labor laws. It will go on until there is a 
constitutional amendment enabling Congress to 
stop it. You cannot depend upon even the more 
progressive states to wipe it out. 

So, until we see this thing through the legis- 
lative mill, your salad, like mine, your sugar, 
your canned vegetables, your cigarettes and 
cigars, are going to continue to poison you—that 
is, they will poison you if you stop to think where 
they came from, and if you keep in your mind’s 
eye this picture I took of my Italian Jimmie— 
“the most efficient kid we got on the place, by 
golly!” the foreman said.

I would address a few words at this season of 
the year to those who read the papers dedicated 
to labor and its aspirations.

labor movement contends for remuneration of our 
labor—a remuneration commensurate with its 
value—because it means ability to live as a human 
should live and enjoy life as a human should be 
allowed to enjoy it. We should receive more 
than it costs to live in order to provide for that 
day when we no longer can labor and as free 
men we can not expect the employer to provide 
for us when our service is not desirable or pro- 
ductive. 
Labor Fights Long Day. 

We fight against the monotony of the long day 
which has recently been denounced by so many 
as being inhuman but which would never have 
aroused the public except for the labor movement. 
The great public, which is in the last analysis the 
great all-powerful factor in determining world 
policies, is subconsciously actuated by the efforts 
of organized labor in its concern for human wel- 
fare ,and the great public is inclined toward a 
higher standard of citizenship and toward an 
equality which heretofore has not existed. What 
would the world resemble today if the same state 
of inequality existed that existed centuries ago? 
That inequality made necessary a movement of 
humans for a solution of the problems and we 
have made strides toward a solution. The escape 
from that condition is only partially complete. 
We have much to strive for and much to contend 
with, to avoid being overtaken and returned to 
that serfdom which certain interests would like 
again to establish. The indifference of so many 
people to the well-being of others is every day 
exemplified in all walks of life, especially in eco- 
nomic affairs, as the ambitious only have visions 
as to their own aspirations and objects. The fact 
is that business, under the present system, can-

not be sympathetic to labor. It is speeded for 
profit regardless of all other considerations. 


Must Have Sound Thinking. 

The union is the instrument through which we 
can accomplish reasonable aspirations but unions, 
too, have their weaknesses and we must guard 
against these weaknesses and their consequences. 
We must avoid sudden changes of opinion, hasty 
and ill-considered actions, avoid economic fal- 
lacies and organize thoroughly, function effi- 
ciently and be actuated by sound economics. We 
must give public affairs a good deal of careful 
pondering and recalling of pertinent facts—never 
acting impulsively. The union is essential to 
society and the individual because it represents 
the cohesive power of man and enables the indi- 
vidual to meet with confidence and security the 
problems of life. But for such power, chaos 
would prevail both in human society and in the 
lives of the individual. The world is full of 
problems. These can only be solved by co-opera- 
tion and co-ordination. There always will be 
problems but by organization and application of 
wisdom such problems will be solved. 

I am a firm believed in initiative. I believe that 
every man should put forth his best efforts to- 
ward his own personal success and that it is the 
right and duty of the state to use reasonable re- 
straints on business, particularly to protect those 
least able to protect themselves against oppres- 
sion by the over-ambitious, but the great army 
of self-respecting workers will not look to the 
state for protection but will by co-operation pro- 
tect themselves against exploitation and oppres- 
sion. We cannot depend upon the disposition of 
the employer for consideration. 

The fascination of succeeding in business, such 
success measured by the amount of money made, 
makes all business men look to business and none 
are concerned in providing good conditions for 
the worker. “Business is business” is the slogan. 
The worker of today is the business man of to- 
morrow and assumes business tactics too. There 
is no use decrying business and its methods. Busi- 
ness and business men always have existed and

for no other reason the people will be forced to 

organize to resist the avarice of business. 
Distributor is Exploiter. 

The tactics of the distributor are unbearable. 
There is no more flagrant example of exploita- 
tion than the present system of distribution. It 
is little short of giving as little as possible for as 
much as possible. Business today is based on 
profit, not service, and this idea seems to pene- 
trate the whole human race. This evil is grow- 
ing every day but eventually will cure itself. 
We are an ingenious people and we endure a lot 
but when we finally rebel we do so with a venge- 
ance. Formerly the laboring class worked be- 
cause they were slaves and had no voice in their 
affairs but that day is passed forever. 

Today the worker can combine and bargain 
collectively. We will also use our organized 
efforts to force a distribution of necessities at 
reasonable profit. We resent the imputation that 
wages are responsible for costs. Wages are es- 
tablished on the cost of living, etc. No previous 
generation received in dollars as much for their 
labor and no generation paid so many dollars for 
sustenance and the pleasure of respectable appear- 
ance and habitation. 


Opportunity Always Present. 

Members of no previous generation had the 
opportunities which exist today to better their 
condition either as a worker or by entering into 
business. Opportunity is always present. No 
class privilege exists or at least no such privilege 
is recognized by law or otherwise, In short, man 
is in a position to determine his condition. Busi- 
ness is organized and thoroughly understands its 
common interests and avoid ruinous competitors 
and promotes mutual welfare. 

Labor forms as yet a scarcely acknowledged 
federation of workers. Labor must organize a 
close federation in which the fate of any mem- 
ber should concern all as the injury to one, no 
matter how remote, might affect the affairs of all 
others. That organization is necessary in human 
affairs.

These views would indicate that there is to be 
an end to the overworked bogey that on some 
dark night select gangs of desperate foreigners 
will wreck our government, destroy the Consti- 
tution and obijiterate the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

This bogey has been a meal ticket for profes- 
sional patriots, detectives of the Burns type and 
for others who childishly believe that revolu- 
tions are ordered on a certain date by a group of 
men rather than because of deep-seated wrongs 
that a desperate people find they can not remove 
through legal methods. 

The latest to talk about revolution in America 
is a committee of the American Bar Association, 
and a challenge to this alarm comes from a most 
unexpected source—the Wall Street Journal. 

“There is something at once stale and hys- 
terical,’” says this financial paper, “about such 
fears for the safety of political institutions in a 
country which has survived a century and a half 
of unrestricted immigration, four years of bloody 
civil strife, four foreign wars, and the social and 
economic metamorphosis from pastoral to indus- 
trial civilization. We have duplicated, on a larger 
scale, the experience of England, in finding free 
speech the best safety-valve against political ex- 
plosion. 

“It is impossible to sympathize with such a 
state of terror over ‘inroads on our Constitution’ 
when we reflect that clamor for a change from the 
present form of government to anything else 
imaginable is strictly constitutional. We have 
deliberately, and wisely, made it so. Advocacy of 
change by violence alone is banned. Does this 
committee of the Bar Association believe that 
any serious headway is being made by advocates 
of political change by force? 

“Far better than any ‘citizenship training serv- 
ice’ under the inauspicious supervision of a some- 
times parasitic legal profession, as an antidote 
to the moral corrosion of radicalism, would be 
more rapid progress in the reform of judicial 
procedure. This is a field to which the Bar Asso- 
ciation might properly and effectively confine its 
exertions.

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TRICKY TERM FOR DUAL UNION. 


The claim that the trade union educational 
league is intended for educational purposes is a 
fraud, says Vice-President Perlstein of the Inter- 
national Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union in a 
report to President Sigman of that union on the 
trial and expulsion of two union members in Chi- 
cago who professed membership in the league. 
It was shown that the league is a dual movement 
to the trade unions. 

“Tt was proved,’ said Vice-President Perlstein, 
“that the trade union educational league is an or- 
ganization built almost on the same model as our 
international and its affiliated locals. The fact 
that the league finds it necessary to divide the 
needle trades into many branches signifies that 
they are leaning toward it. 

“You will find that the local branches are really 
local unions, and the national departments are 
organized on the same basis as the international 
unions, and the trade union educational league as 
a whole is the central link that connects all these 
departments, and is almost organized on the very 
basis of the American Federation of Labor, with 
the exception that these different departments are 
more closely connected, and the authority is more 
centralized than it is in the American Federation 
of Labor. The local sections of every branch of 
industry are conducting national conventions on 
the same basis as the conventions of the different 
international unions. Conventions are also held 
in all the departments of the central trade union 
educational league, on the same basis as the con- 
ventions of the American Federation of Labor. 

“This is the system of organization of the trade 
union educational league, locally and nationally; 
politically, it is under the direct control and guid- 
ance of the workers’ party of America, that is, of 
the American communist party; internationally, 
they are connected with the third internationale, 
or it is better to say, the communist interna- 
tionale.” 

Vice-President Perlstein says the league is 
gradually forcing itself into a position where it 
can dictate the administrative policy of the unions 
by forcing members of the league upon the unions 
as officers. 

“The reason it is able to do this is because it is 
organized for that purpose,” says the report. 

“The fact that the members of the league claim 
that the league was organized for educational 
purposes only is a fraud, and it is done for the 
purpose of deceiving the members. It seems that 
the principal leaders of the league have learned 
from past experience that the organization of 
open opposition unions was not a success, so they 
do it now on a different basis under the camou- 
flage of education. 

“From this brief summary, you can realize that 
the league does the same work which the unions 
are doing, and that the league is really an eco- 
nomic organization affiliated and guided by the 
communist party of America and by the third 
(communist) internationale. 

“The league is a pure and simple opposition 
union pledged to replace this (the ladies’ gar- 
ment workers’) union gradually and to take it in 
and make it a department of the trade union edu- 
cational league.”

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AGAIN AID EMPLOYERS. 

Krom Chicago comes the information that the 
Federal judiciary has again placed itself at the 
disposal of anti-union employers. 

A firm in that city enforced the “yellow dog” 
on its unorganized garment workers. By signing 
this: document, before they can secure employ- 
ment, these workers agree that they “will not be- 
come a member of any labor union, and will have 
no dealings, communications or interviews with 
the officers, agents or members of any labor union 
in relation to said employment.” 

An organizing campaign of union garment 
workers interested some of these non-union work- 
ers, and the former were enjoined by the Federal 
court. They were ordered not to do anything 
that might have a tendency to cause the non- 
union workers to ignore the “yellow dog’—to 
break their contract. 

The “yellow dog” was legalized by the United 
States Supreme Court, December 10, 1917 (Hitch- 
man Coal Co. vs. United Mine Workers). At 
that time the court upheld an injunction issued 
against the miners, who were ordered not to in- 
terfere with the “yellow dog” contract the Hitch- 
man concern enforced on its unorganized miners. 

These courts call the “yellow dog” a fair con- 
tract. This is ridiculous. 

It is a principle of law that neither party to 
a contract shall be under duress—must not be 
subject to coercion or unfair advantage. 

An unorganized worker in search of employ- 
ment is not on a parity with the manager of a 
coal mine or the owner of a garment factory. 

That worker is not a free moral agent. He is

subject to the employer’s duress. This employer, 
through his economic power, forces the worker 
to sign away rights because those dependent upon 
him must be sheltered, clothed and fed. 

The right of a worker to join a trade union is 
undeniable, and yet Federal courts will stand be- 
hind anti-union employers who force workers, 
through necessity, to sign away thax right. 

The court defends its position on the ground 
that the worker is “free and independent.” This 
is illusory. It is fiction. It is nineteenth century 
stuff unworthy of any judge who professes to 
note developments in industry. 

The court’s aid to the “yellow dog” can not 
be justified by any legal or moral standard. The 
employer violates the first rule of equity pro- 
cedure when he comes into court with this re- 
quest. He has forced the worker to surrender a 
legal right and then asks the court to aid him in 
this wrong. 

The employer does not come into court with 
clean hands, and some time some brave and fear- 
less Federal judge will take that position. 

That is no answer to the principle involved, 
Rights can not be restored to men by the simple 
process of leaving the scene of their wrongs. That 
is not justice. It is a miserable defense of the 
injunction iniquity. 

It is elemental that men should abide by their 
pledged word and their written agreement, But 
not when they are victims of an unfair advantage.

Such an injunction brings judges into contempt 
because the judiciary throws its unlimited power 
on the side of industrial autocrats and against 
defenceless wage workers who have been com- 
pelled to waive their rights to secure employment. 

It is a spectacle that degrades the judiciary. 
It is an exhibition of unfair, unreasonable power 
by courts that should have no place in our Ameri- 
can halls of justice.

“Mac made what amends he could, and surely 
that experience must have helped to put him 
where he has done so much for all of us.”

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other than those amounted to $6.02 per member, 
it was said. 

“The total membership of the union, which 
covers the United States and Canada, is given as 
68,144. 

“That the average lifetime in the printing craft 
is being steadily extended by reforms accom- 
plished in working and living conditions, is as- 
serted by the secretary-treasurer, who offers a 
table showing that the average age at death in the 
trade in the last year was 54.40 as against 41.25 
in 1900. Years from 1900 to the present one show 
later average ages for each year. Death benefits 
were paid for 804 members in the last year, the 
average of continuous membership in the union 
among that number being 18.02. The average 
age of 4281 applicants for pensions was 64.3 
years. 

“The Union Printers Home at Colorado Springs 
received $245.321 from the union’s finances in the 
last year. The Home was established in 1890 
and since that time $2,853,358 has been expended 
on its upkeep and improvement. At the present 
time a new hospital is being constructed at the 
Home. 

“Plans for relieving future shortages in lino- 
type operators through development of an edu- 
cational program and records of steps alreadv 
taken in that direction by the International Typo- 
graphical Union were revealed in the report of 
Charles P. Howard, president of the union, at the 
international convention held in Atlanta. 

“The undertaking of the union is looked upon 
as important because of its bearing on the hand- 
ling of similar problems in other trades, and 
because the education of apprentices in the print- 
ing craft has for many years been subject to 
controversy between the union and employing 
printers. 

“Units of a linotype school have been installed 
in a number of cities in co-operation with sub- 
ordinate unions and it is planned to work toward 
the establishment of one large central institution. 
One purpose of the project is said to be the 
transformation of the surplus of union printers, 
made idle by the increased use of machines, into 
machinist-operators, and another is to reduce the 
number of members out of employment in the 44- 
hour week strike by equipping them for linotype 
jobs.” 

Newton Clark Rutherford, son of W. B. (Bill) 
Rutherford, one of No. 21’s best-known members, 
is now located in Manila, P. J. For several 
years young Rutherford has been connected with 
shipping interests about the bay. Lately he has 
been freight clerk on the trans-Pacific liner 
President Lincoln. And now comes word that 
the young man has been promoted to the position 
of passenger agent for the line at Manila. “Bill” 
is justly proud of the youngster and expects to 
see him win further promotions. 

Mert Cole, late of the Braden chapel, left this 
week for Chicago, where he expects to connect 
with some of the high wages being made in that 
section. 

Eugene Donovan, international organizer, now 
located in southern California, was a visitor to 
San Francisco during the past week. Mr. Dono- 
van reports conditions printorially, good and im- 
proving in the southland. He further reported 
that on August 12th the printers of Los Angeles 
held a picnic and get-to-gether at Eagle Rock 
Park, near that city. The day was devoted to 
athletic contests and a general getting acquainted 
of the membership. Reports from Los Angeles 
were that the venture was a success. 

Al. Nielson, the popular standby of the Belcher 
& Phillips chapel, who left here in May for a tour 
of the east, has returned. During his wanderings 
he visited Salt Lake, Denver, Chicago, New York, 
Washington and attended sessions of the cen- 
vention in Atlanta, returning via Texas and south- 
ern California. Al says he worked a few days in

the day was celebrated by organized labor. The 
efforts of labor established Labor Day as a na- 
tional holiday before any state or national legis- 
lature enacted the celebration into statute law. 

The idea of Labor Day was originated by P. J. 
McGuire, founder of the Brotherhood of Carpen- 
ters and Joiners and for many years a member of 
the executive council of the American Federation 
of Labor. The Central Labor Union of New 
York City endorsed McGuire’s plan and it held 
a Labor Day parade and festival on the first 
Monday in September, 1882, forty-one years ago. 

The American Federation of Labor endorsed 
the national Labor Day holiday at its 1884 con- 
vention and adopted the following resolution: 

“Resolved, That the first Monday in September 
of each year be set apart as a laborers’ national 
holiday, and that we recommend its observance 
by all wage earners, irrespective of sex, calling 
or nationality.” 

Through the activity of organized labor, the 
plan spread from city to city and from state to 
state. Oregon was the first state to make Labor 
Day a holiday, in 1887. Colorado, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey and New York made Labor Day a 
state holiday the same year. Connecticut, Ne- 
braska and Pennsylvania followed in 1889; Iowa 
and Ohio in 1890; Georgia, Illinois, Indiana, Kan- 
sas, Maine, Montana, New Hampshire, South 
Carolina, Tennessee and Waashington in 1891; 
Alabama, Louisiana, Utah and Virginia in 1892, 
and in California, Delaware, Florida, Minnesota, 
Rhode Islnd, Texas and Wisconsin in 1893. 

In the meantime, the American Federation of 
Labor sought congressional action to make Labor 
Day a national holiday, in conformity with the 
resolution of the 1884 convention. The bill be- 
came a law in 1894, being signed by President 
Cleveland on June 29th of that year. Thus, 
through the efforts of organized labor, Labor 
Day became a holiday celebrated all over the 
Union, on the first Monday in September of 
each year,

WILL CONTINUE FIGHT. 

A feature of the annual convention of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union was the unanimous 
decision that the 44-hour week strike be contin- 
ued as long as one member is on the strike rolls. 
It was shown that today there are fewer members 
on strike than on many occasions of business 
depression. 

This strike is the result of a broken agreement 
with employing commercial printers, who prom- 
ised to install the 44-hour week in May, 1921. 

The employers did not live up to their agree- 
ment, and they enlisted the support of every anti- 
union organization in an attempt to destroy the 
union. The printers then resorted to their eco- 
nomic power to enforce the shorter work week, 
and they have expended over $14,000,000 to carry 
on this fight. The strike has established the 44- 
hour week and it has had a wholesome effect on 
certain other employers in the printing trades. 

Despite the costs to establish the 44-hour week, 
it was reported that there is $4,028,731.62 in all 
funds of the international organization.

Labor Day in 1923 finds more than a million 
children between 10 and 15 years of age working 
in the United States. Nearly 400,000 from 10 to 
13 years of age. The census does not report 
those who are under ten. They are employed 
in mills, factories, mines and tenements, on the 
farms, in trade, and as servants for adults. This 
denial of education and of leisure which are the 
natural rights of children is confined to no one 
section of the country. 


According to the 1920 census, the proportion 
of the total child population 10 to 15 years, in- 
clusive, “employed in gainful occupations,” ranged 
from 3 per cent in the three Pacific Coast States 
to 17 per cent in the East South Central States, 
comprising Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, and 
Mississippi. In Mississippi more than one-fourth 
of all the children 10 to 15 years of age were at

work; in Alabama and in South Carolina, 24 per 
cent; in Georgia, 21 per cent; and in Arkansas, 
19 per cent. Of the New England States, Rhode 
Island had the largest Proportion of children 
from 10 to 15 years of age, 13 per cent, “employed 
in gainful occupations.” 

In 1916 Congress recognized this for what it is 
—a national problem—national in scope, national 
in its effects and national in its importance. 

The first Federal child labor law which sought 
to close the channels of interstate commerce to 
the products of child labor was declared uncon- 
stitutional in 1918. Congress then tried to use its 
taxing power for the protection of the children 
and this, too, the court has held, is unconstitu- 
tional. We are, therefore, presented with two al- 
ternatives—either we give up the idea of a mini- 
mum or by a constitutional amendment we give 
to Congress the power to regulate or prohibit the 
employment of persons under 18 years of age and 
at the same time reserve to the States the right 
to raise but not lower the standard that Congress 
may establish from time to time. 

Many people believed that with the protection 
of the Federal law removed, the States would act 
promptly to give the children at least the pro- 
tection it had afforded them. Since the Child 
Labor Tax Law was declared unconstitutional, 
legislatures in 43 States have been in session. In 
31 of these, the standards of protection afforded 
children by the state child labor law were below 
in some particular the standard which the Fed- 
eral Child Labor Law had given. 

So far as the Children’s Bureau has been able 
to learn by correspondence with the States, in 
only seven of these—Delaware, Maine, Missouri, 
Rhode Island, North Dakota, South Dakota, and 
Wyoming—was there any improvement in stand- 
ards of the Child Labor Law and in none of these 
have the State standards been brought up to those 
of the Federal Law in every particular. 

While in these seven States the accomplish- 
ments are incomplete, there is a much longer list 
of 17 other States which are below the Federal 
standards and whose legislatures were in session 
last year, in which there is no progress to report. 
North Carolina, South Carolina, and Georgia, 
which are rapidly developing into important in- 
dustrial States, are among those who have done 
nothing this year for the working children. The 
legislature of Georgia, however, is still in session. 
—perhaps we may still hope. 

There are some who fear that the adoption of 
a Federal minimum may impair the initiative and 
sense of local responsibility in the States. I 
would remind these people that a large part of 
the civilized world has adopted not only a na- 
tional standard, but an international standard 
with reference to the employment of children. 
The most important nations of Europe have 
joined in the child labor conventions drafted at 
the Internatidnal Labor Conference which met in 
Washington in 1919. They do not think that by 
agreeing to an international standard they have 
lost their independence. On the contrary, they 
rightly feel their independence is safeguarded with 
better opportunities for their own children and 
for their neighbors’ children. 

Ought it not to be possible for Congress to 
say that in no section of this country will child- 
ren be allowed to work below standards now es- 
tablished by international agreement among 
many nations, and which the moral sense of this 
country long ago demanded?

Branding the Ku Klux Klan as a menace to 
organized labor, Lonnie Jackson, mayor of Cen- 
tral City, Ky., and president of District No. 23, 
United Mine Workers of America, recently made 
an attack on the Klan that is meeting with en- 
thusiastic approval from friends of freedom and 
fair play. 

Though Mayor Jackson has no sympathy for 
the Klan, he made it plain that he stands for the 
rights guaranteed every citizen by the United 
States Constitution. He declared that he believed 
in free speech and free assemblage and would not 
prohibit Klan gatherings as long as no masks 
were worn. He said in his statement: 

“T have been requested by a number of the 
citizens of Central City to prohibit the Ku Klux 
Klan from holding a meeting in our city. As 
mayor of Central City, I will make no attempt to 
stop a meeting where the law is not being vio- 
lated. However, I will permit no meeting where 
men wear masks in order to transact their busi- 
ness, if I can in any way prevent it. I believe in 
free speech and free assemblage, and I am going 
to exercise the right of free speech now to con- 
demn the Ku Klux Klan with all the force at my 
command. 

Klan Should Act in Open. 


“The Ku Klux Klan comes wrapped in the 
American flag, as it were, advocating the Ameri- 
can principles openly, with a Bible in its hand, 
and the very next day they are passing their 
neighbors with a mask over their faces. My con- 
ception of the fundamental principles of Ameri- 
canism is that a man should have nothing to be 
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ashamed of. He should approach his fellow citi- 
zens under the glare of the midday sun, with a 
head thrown back and his chest expanded. He 
should be proud of the American Traditions. He 
should not be ashamed of its principles. 


“Any man who stands for law and order, it is 
not necessary for him to disguise himself and 
hide his face from his fellow men. If he is preach- 
ing or standing for the religion that Jesus Christ 
taught, he should not be ashamed and cover up 
his face. Jesus Christ said that ‘He who is 
ashamed of me before man, I will be ashamed of 
him before My Father who is in heaven.’ 


“As president of the United Mine Workers of 
America, District No. 23, I condemn the Ku Klux 
Klan, as it will have a tendency to destroy our 
organization, as our membreship is composed of 
Methodists, Baptists, Catholics, negroes, Jews and 
many other nationalities. It is reasonable to be- 
lieve that if we engaged in a religious fight it will 
destroy our organization. The international con- 
stitution of the United Mine Workers of America 
provides that none of its members shall become 
members of the Ku Klux Klan without forfeiting 
their membership in the United Mine Workers of 
America. 


Would Expel Miners Who Join. 


“IT was a member of the constitutional commit- 
tee and helped put this clause in the constitution. 
I am going to stand by the constitution of the 
United Mine Workers and will make an effort 
to have every man—members of the United Mine 
Workers—who joins the Ku Klux Klan expelled, 
according to our laws. 


WE DON’T PATRONIZE LIST 
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“T know it will be argued by supporters of the 
Klan that when you tell the American people 
they cannot do something, then is the time they 
are going to do it, but the American people have 
always been told that they cannot do the thing 
that is wrong, and may the time never come when 
some American will not have the courage to tell 
any man he cannot do the thing that is wrong. 

“TI realize if a man wishes to defend the Ku 
Klux Klan, he will have a right to do so. Fur- 
thermore, I believe if a man condemns them, he 
also has the same privilege. I am convinced they 
are a menace to the American principles, to so- 
ciety, to organized labor and the advancement of 
Christianity; therefore, I would be a moral cow- 
ard not to condemn the tactics of this klan and I 
will continue to do so until I am convinced I am 
wrong, or unless I am stopped by mob violence, 
as I do not intende to be stopped in a fair fight, 
or a man to man proposition.”

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Why can’t the steel interests be honest? 

Why must they always be saying one thing 
when they mean another? 

These queries flash through the mind of a 
reader of a statement that the steel interests need 
more publicity, made by John A. Penton, pub- 
lisher of the Iron Trade Review. 

Mr. Penton declared that by “hiding its light 
under a bushel,” the steel industry is doing itself 
a great injury. He adds: 

“The steel industry should immediately give 
serious thought to a national educational cam- 
paign of constructive character. All that is neces- 
sary is to tell the plain truth simply and com- 
pletely.” 

Mr. Penton, as publisher of an organ represent- 
ing the iron and steel interests, knows perfectly 


well that steel doesn’t want publicity in the true 
meaning of the word. He knows that steel has 
done its best to explain away and to suppress all 
publicity that tells what is actually going on in 
the steel mills. 

Of course what Mr. Penton actually means by 
“publicity” is propaganda for the steel interests. 
He wants steel to spend great sums in painting 
in the steel industry as humane, public-spirited 
and devoted to ideals of justice and fairness. He 
wants it to begin a vast “educational” campaign 
in an attempt to correct its black record. 

In his heart, Mr. Penton doubtless knows that 
the only way steel can regain the confidence of 
the nation is for it to entirely change its tactics. 
It must not oppose every improvement in work- 
ing conditions, as it so long opposed the ending 


of the barbarous 12-hour workday, and it must 
agree to permit its employees to organize and so 
have a say in the business to which they devote 
their lives. 

Yet, knowing all these things, Mr. Penton, with 
consummate “nerve,” urges more publicity for 
steel! 


Which again brings up the question, “Why 
can’t steel be honest?” to which there appears 
to be only one answer, “It’s not in the nature of 
the beast.” 

There’s hope for steel, however, in large doses 
of trade unionism, which will shortly be admin- 
istered and which are expected to stimulate 
steel’s truth-telling “organs.”

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NEW SPORT FOR 


Solving the Puzzle of the Counties 
Here’s One Man Who Can Do It—Can You? 


Why not have a try at the new sport of running down 
your county line? It’s great exercise, and it takes head- 
work, too. More than that, as you settle down to the chase, 
things get really interesting. ‘ 

When you reach a certain point on the Los Angeles- 
Ventura boundary line, for example, you’ll find a bit of terri- 
tory claimed by both those counties—and that probably means 
a scrimmage there, sooner or later. If you start at the be- 
ginning of the game, you’ll soon come to the critical point 
where the residents of Mono County claim Aurora as their 
county seat, and for a time manage to hold their ground, in 
spite of the fact that due to a new line-up Aurora has been cut 
off from Mono County, California, and been penned up in the 
_ State of Nevada, to which it is furnishing legislative officers. 
After a time, Mono County had to give in to Nevada; so, 
from the point of view of the game, Nevada knocked Aurora 
for a goal. 

Frequently, if you are “it” in the chase for the county 
line, you will find yourself out of bounds. Perhaps you are 
following a lead “easterly to a lone sycamore-tree that stands 
in a ravine—.” ‘The difficulty there is to find the particular 
tree—if it be still standing—among a considerable number 
of similar trees that may since have grown there; and to 
exercise just the right degree of judgment in deciding how 
far to go before beginning to look for the tree. To lose your 
head at this point of the game may be to put yourself alto- 
gether a-foul of the county line which you are trying to hold, 
and let yourself be surrounded by the lines of an entirely 
different county. 

The old chaps who drew up some of the rules of the 
county boundary game were not always as explicit as they 
might have been. Accordingly, there are many cases where 
question arises—question to which the only answer would 
seem to be: “Who can tell?” 

But, fortunately, a referee has been found who can tell. 
He has all the rules and regulations at his finger-tips, and 
he is trying to help the counties to toe the line as it has been 
marked out in the Statutes and Political Code of California. 
Dr. Owen C. Coy, of the University of California, is the 
referee. His other title is Director and Archivist of the 
State Historical Survey Commission. 

Dr. Coy did not choose his exalted position in the county 
boundary game. But having had it thrust upon him, he 
achieved it; and, incidentally, he was really born to it, too, 
for he possesses all the necessary qualities for it—patience, 
scholarly zeal, industry and method, and the power of com- 
petently handling a multiplicity of detail and piecing together 
therefrom definite and accurate conclusions. 

It all started with his Guide to the County Archives of 


California, published in 1919. In compiling the material 
for that valuable index, he found himself in ever-increasing 
difficulty owing to the various changes in county jurisdiction 
with the forming of new counties and the readjustments of 
boundaries. Accordingly, the only thorough thing to do was 
to trace out all those boundary changes in their chronologi- 
cal sequence and their interrelative significance. For that, 
he turned to the Statutes and Political Code of the State. 
But at once he discovered that Statutes and Code were out 
of date, and, once in a while, actually incorrect. There was 
no complete, up-to-date codification of the county boundary 
laws of California. 

Dr. Coy buckled right down to his task, then, and shortly 
the Historical Survey Commission was seeking the assist- 
ance of the different county authorities for the purpose of 
securing legislation to codify county boundary acts. A bill 
was drawn up for the purpose, was passed by the Senate and 
Assembly, and secured the approval of the Governor. Sev- 
eral amendments, however, presented by the legislators or 
the county officials, had been incorporated. Among those 
amendments was one, presented by the Los Angeles and 
Ventura authorities, changing their common boundary. 
This change was later declared unconstitutional, and the 
act was therefore thrown out. 

A new bill (Senate Bill No. 315) is now before the Leg- 
islature, and its passage at any day is anticipated. 

For the greater part, the county officials have co-oper- 
ated, realizing the desirability of having such legal record, 
and knowing that the Historical Survey Commission has 
no ax to grind and no interest in interfering with the bound- 
aries as they at present exist. It is merely endeavoring to 
have the law in the matter codified and made available; and, 
in the cases of inadequate or disappeared landmarks, to have 
correct substitutes established. 

Dr. Coy has also prepared a report of his investigations, 
in which the full history of the boundaries of each county 
is carefully traced out and indicated on maps. This impor- 
tant volume is now in press and will soon be published. 

The value of this achievement is apparent. It may be 
read in terms of county resources and assessments and pre- 
rogatives, and beyond doubt in the obviation of costly law- 
suits over questions of boundary obscurities. 

The tax-paying citizen may find it of great convenience, 
as in the case, for instance, of a man attempting to trace 
through a title to property which he owns near Independ- 
ence, Inyo County. He may have traced back as far as 
1866. There the records of the Recorder of Inyo County 
cease; for Inyo County -did not exist before 1866. But the 
title under search goes back much further. The history 
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of the boundaries indicates that from 1861 to 1866, this ter- 
ritory east of the mountains was a part of Mono County. 
Mono records are therefore good in this search, for as far 
back as they go—1861. Previous to that, our boundary 
history shows, the property lay within Fresno County. So 
the search should be carried through the Fresno records. 
They go back to 1856. But perhaps the title must be run 
down still further, and again a blind alley is met in the 
breaking off of the Fresno County Recorder’s files. Again, 
reference to boundary history shows the way. From 1852 
to 1856, the property was included in Tulare County; and, 
to go back even further than 1852, the original county to 
contain the property was Mariposa, established in 1850, 
when it included parts of a dozen of our present counties; 
for it extended from Tuolumne County on the north to Los 
Angeles and San Diego on the south, and from the Coast 
Range to the eastern boundary of the State. The origin 
of the property record sought for, then, is to be found in the 
file of the Recorder of Mariposa County. 

San Diego, now only the southernmost coastal county, 
was once one of our largest counties, spreading out north 
and east and including Death Valley, now in Inyo. 

Klamath is a lone example of a lost county. Organized 
in 1851, it was dissolved by act of the Legislature in 1874. 
Tt had included all of what is now Del Norte and parts of 


the present Humboldt and Siskiyou Counties. Probably the 
only maps of Klamath County in existence are those pre- 
pared by Dr. Coy from study of the old laws. 

An interesting example of the degree to which boundary 
definitions have fallen behind the times is the description of 
a point on Sacramento Coutnty’s eastern line. It is “on the 
Cosumnes River, eight miles above William Daylor’s house.”’ 
William Daylor long since departed from gold fields to 
Elysian fields—for he was a forty-niner. But the legal defi- 
nition of the county lines continues to be that of the act of 
1850—unaltered by more recent legislation—and defines a 
point on Sacramento County’s boundary in terms of a 
miner’s cabin which long ago crumbled into oblivion, along 
with countless gilded dreams of ’49. 

It is the purpose of the publication and legislation which 
the Historical Survey Commiission has initiated to exorcise 
such landmark phantoms; to establish in their places sub- 
stantial boundary marks; and, when feasible, to define coun- 
ties, with mathematical precision, in sections, townships and 
ranges. Ghosts and fancies have their place in romance; 
but a ghostly or fanciful county boundary line has no place 
in the economy of California. There is nothing romantic in 
title disputes, juridical rivalries and inter-county wrangles 
and lawsuits.
